he gay and lesbian community suf¬ 
fered double defeats in the U.S. Sen¬ 
ate on Tuesday, September 10 as the 
Defense of Marriage Act (DoMA) passed 
85-14, and workplace protection of the Em¬ 
ployment Non-Discrimination Act 
(ENDA) narrowly lost 49-50. On the same 
day, a formal trial began in Hawaii which 
seems likely to lead to gay marriage. [See 
story, page 18.] 

There was little suspense over either 
Senate vote. It was apparent virtually from 
the moment of its introduction that DoMA 
would pass by a large margin. The July vote

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Speeding felon kills gay 
bystanders while fleeing SFPD

T wo young gay men leaving a private 
Castro area party were killed, and a 
third man was injured, when a felon 
trying to escape police hit their taxi early 
Saturday, September 7. 

Joe Regules, 20, and Chris Cook, 21, died 
of massive internal injuries from the 1 a.m. 
collision at Divisadero and Turk. A third 
passenger, 22-year-old Jaron Taylor, sus¬ 
tained minor injuries after he was ejected 
from the taxi by the force of the collision. 

The trio were backseat passengers in a 
Yellow Cab - and just two blocks from their 
destination - when their taxi was struck by 
air Audi 500 driven by Reuben Johnson, a 


24-year-old who was evading police at 85 
miles per hour when he ran a red light and 
struck the cab. 

According to reports, Johnson was flee¬ 
ing police after attempting to pick up his 
brother, who was apparently involved in a 
Tenderloin area shooting, according to re¬ 
ports. 

Officers followed appropriate police pro¬ 
cedures for high speed chases, and pursued 
the suspect at speeds of 45 m.p.h. and 
stopped at intersections controlled by traf¬ 
fic signals, a police spokesperson told the 
Bay Area Reporter. The officers were two 
blocks behind the suspect when he collided 
with the taxi. 

Taxi driver Hardlibagh Ghora was treat¬ 
ed and released at San Francisco General 


Hospital. 

Johnson suffered a lacerated liver during 
the collision and is in fair condition at San 
Francisco General Hospital. He has been 
charged with vehicular manslaughter, failure 
to comply with a police vehicle, speeding, 
shooting a firearm, drunk driving, and 
felony parole violation. 

The trio were on their way to meet 
Cook’s brother Jason when the collision oc¬ 
curred. They frequently used cabs for trans¬ 
portation around town, said friend Brian 
Feydo. 

“It was always Chris on the passenger 
side, Joe in the middle, and Jaron behind the 
driver,” Feydo told the Bay Area Reporter.

an Francisco gays and lesbians 
will hold a “rice-toss” rally in 
the Castro on Friday, September 
13 at 7 p.m., in response to the Sen¬ 
ate’s passage of the Defense of Mar¬ 
riage Act (DoMA). Protesters upset 
with the bill’s passage will also urge 
President Clinton to veto the bill 
when it reaches his desk. 

The Senate overwhelmingly passed 
DoMA on Tuesday, September 10 by a 
vote of 85-14. Both of California’s De¬ 
mocratic Senators, Dianne Feinstein 
and Barbara Boxer, voted against the 
anti-gay legislation. President Clinton 
has stated he will sign the bill. 

Organizers of Friday’s rally are 
asking people to bring uncooked rice 
to be tossed over the crowd as a sym¬ 
bolic blessing of gay and lesbian 
unions. 

“We will show the world that gay 
and lesbian marriage is about one 
thing— love,” said rally organizer 
Michael Petrelis. “Our message to the 
president and the American public is 
that now is the time to grant equal 
marriage rights to gay and lesbian 
Americans. 

“After all, there aren’t a limited 
number of marriage licenses in Amer¬ 
ica.” 

A similar demo was scheduled for 
Thursday evening in Seattle, Wash¬ 
ington. ▼

Gay judicial candidate’s 
bankrupt past

?! -'v he Bay Area Reporter has 
learned that openly gay ju- 
I dicial candidate Matthew J. 
Rothschild filed six years ago for 
debtor’s relief in U.S. Bankruptcy 
Court, claiming an estimated 
$23,000 in unpaid and unsecured 
student loans - plus more than 
$35,000 in unsecured credit card 
and loan debt. 

The $60,000 in debt was set¬ 
tled for 15 cents on the dollar - or 
$9,014.07 - paid out to a trustee 
for creditors in manageable $250 
monthly installments. The Chap¬ 
ter 13 proceedings were dis¬ 
charged in 1993. 

A review of bankruptcy court 
-documents at the San Bruno fed¬ 
eral records center indicates Roth¬ 
schild, 38, filed for the relief in 
1990 while making $48,000 a year 
as an attorney for LaFollette, 
Johnson, DeHass and Fesler, a 
local law firm. 

Rothschild’s campaign spokes¬ 
man Robert Barnes said that Roth¬ 
schild ran up the credit card debt 
and was forced to file for Chapter 
13 because he was “caring for a sick 
friend” who was dying of AIDS. 

“That happens to gay men all 


the time, and I hope the Bay Area 
Reporter would be sensitive to the 
issue,” Barnes said. 

Asked what unpaid and unse¬ 
cured student loans had to do 
with a gay man dying of AIDS, 
Barnes abruptly terminated the 
conversation. 

“You have my comment. Have 
a good day,” he said. 

Court records document that 
Rothschild took home $2,700 a 
month in net pay when he filed 
for bankruptcy. The month he 
filed for relief, he cited $2,691 in 
monthly expenses. He listed a 
Chestnut Street address when fil¬ 
ing for the debtor’s relief. 

Rothschild’s biggest single debt 
was for the unsecured student 
loans, totaling $22,298.78. The 
candidate attended undergradu¬ 
ate college at Georgetown Univer¬ 
sity in Washington, DC and re¬ 
ceived his law degree from the 
Hastings College of the Law in 
San Francisco, according to State 
Bar of California records. 

Public bankruptcy records 
show the remainder of the bills 
included more than $35,000 in 
credit card debt to American Ex¬ 
press, Chase Manhattan, and 
other banks and loan companies. 

The bankruptcy - and the rea¬ 
sons given for it - are important

facts for voters, according to legal 
ethics expert and Hastings Col¬ 
lege of the Law assistant professor 
John S. Malone. 

“I would bring that out if I 
were on the other side. It should 
be brought out,” Malone, one¬ 
time executive director of the Cal¬ 
ifornia State Bar, told the Bay Area 
Reporter. 

Rothschild’s opponent, lesbian 
attorney Kay Tsenin, wasted little 
time in responding to the disclo¬ 
sure. 

“I have represented many peo¬ 
ple who have struggled on much 
less salary to pay their obligations 
and take care of their friends and 
loved ones because they felt it was 
a moral obligation and a point of 
personal honor,” Tsenin said. 

“It is particularly painful to 
observe abuses of student loan 
programs, for the simple fact that 
it deprives needy and talented in¬ 
dividuals access to education,” she 
added. ▼ 


Castro Plan presented 

Hear it for yourself at tonight's meeting

Li welcoming gateway to the 
Castro neighborhood, a 
U queer cultural center, and 
an expanded Harvey Milk Plaza 
could all be part of the “Castro of 
Tomorrow” under a preliminary 
plan still in the works by Castro 
area residents and city planners. 

Castro Area Planning & Action 
presented its early ideas for “The 
Castro Plan” to members of the 
Duboce Triangle Neighborhood 
Association Monday, September 9. 

Joe Curtin, workshop coordi¬ 
nator for CAPA, told the group 
that CAPA formed after many res¬ 
idents became concerned about 
the rapid pace of change occur¬ 
ring around the Castro - changes 
such as the completion of the F- 
line streetcars on Market Street, a 
noticeably higher number of 
tourists and homeless people in 
the area, and a higher number of 
chain stores opening in the area. 

Curtin said The Castro’s ap¬ 
peal as a neighborhood for visit¬ 
ing, living, and shopping might be 
threatened for the future. 

“What has happened here in 
the last 20 to 30 years is historic,” 
he told the group. “People now 
visit here from all over the coun¬ 
try and the world because this is 
the gay neighborhood. And we 
want to preserve that.” 

One of the Castro Plan’s prime 
initiatives is to redirect develop¬ 
ment away from Castro Street and 
onto Market Street, which is less 
developed and underdeveloped, 
especially between Sanchez and 
Dolores streets. Curtin said the 
ideal development would be mul¬ 
tiple-level buildings with com¬ 
mercial space at the street level 


and residential or office space in 
the upper levels. 

Development along Market 
Street should be “pedestrian- 
friendly,” Curtin said, and com¬ 
mercial development at the side¬ 
walk level would make the side¬ 
walks more safe and inviting to 
pedestrian traffic. Parking lots 
such as the one in front of Safeway 
at Church & Market should be de¬ 
veloped with buildings, Curtin 
said, with parking moved away 
from Market Street or in new 
multi-level parking structures. 

Although the plan calls for de¬ 
velopment along the streets, open 
space is important, Curtin said. 
Three planned spaces staggered 
along Market would provide 
gathering space and green space 
with open sky and a view of Twin 
Peaks and the mountains south 
and west of the Castro area. 

The first such space could be a 
“gateway” to the neighborhood at 
the corner of Dolores and Market, 
where a recycling center currently 
occupies part of the Safeway park¬ 
ing lot. A small park or plaza 
could include a sculpture or stat¬ 
ue marking the entrance to the 
neighborhood and could also en¬ 
compass the renovation of his¬ 
toric streetcars at Duboce Yard. 

A second plaza-type area for 
gathering could be located out¬ 
side a new gay/lesbian/bisexual/ 
transgender cultural center locat¬ 
ed around Market and Sanchez 
streets. Although plans are already 
underway for a queer community 
center at Octavia and Market, a 
cultural center within the bounds 
of the Castro area could be a 
neighborhood landmark, Curtin 
said. 

Finally, the Harvey Milk Plaza 
at the corner of Castro and Mar¬ 


ket should be expanded to in¬ 
crease the gathering space and de¬ 
crease the emphasis on the sub¬ 
way entrance, Curtin said. He said 
a monument at this corner could 
visually mark the south end of the 
main part of Market Street, simi¬ 
lar to the tower on the Ferry 
Building which prominently 
marks the north end of Market. 

Closing off 17th Street in both 
directions at Market Street could 
improve traffic flow, improve 
pedestrian safety, and make room 
for an expanded plaza at this in¬ 
tersection, which Curtin said 
would be an appropriate im¬ 
provement for the center of the 
Castro area. 

Additional parts of the Castro 
Plan include improving side¬ 
walks, improving streets and 
making easier access to Muni, 
BART, and CalTrain, Curtin said. 

The Castro Plan is still very 
preliminary, Curtin said, and 
CAPA is seeking comments and 
concerns from area residents. 
CAPA is also working with the 
city to examine the feasibility and 
long-term timeline for projects 
under the Castro Plan. 

The next CAPA meeting is 
tonight (Thursday, September 12) 
at 7 p.m. at the Eureka Valley 
Recreation Center, located at 100 
Collingwood Street. CAPA’s next 
major planning workshop is 
scheduled for October 5, and will 
focus on further developments for 
Castro Street and the Harvey Milk 
Plaza. ▼

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Meetings aim to open 
dialogue on crystal use

C oncern about the use of 
speed among gay men has 
prompted the Stop AIDS 
Project to sponsor two commu¬ 
nity meetings to talk about crystal 
usage and suggest ways to re¬ 
spond to the problem. The first of 
the meetings will be held tonight 
(Thursday, September 12) in the 
Castro, followed by a meeting in 
the South of Market area on 
Tuesday, September 24. 

“The meetings are part of a 
larger community organizing ef¬ 
fort of neighborhood-based pro¬ 
jects,” Patrick Barresi, communi¬ 
ty organizer for the Stop AIDS 
Project, told the B.A.R. “We’ve 
heard universally that people are 
concerned about crystal. We’re 
concerned about crystal use as a 
corollary for unsafe sex.” 


Barresi said that research has 
shown that people who use crys¬ 
tal are three to ten times more 
likely to have unsafe sex than 
those who don’t use the drug. 
Concerned by those figures, the 
Stop AIDS Project is having these 
meetings in order to create dis¬ 
cussions of what the drug means 
for particular neighborhoods 
such as the Castro and SoMa. 

“We’re not out to demonize its 
use, but to approach it from a 
point of view of‘Why is this drug 
so sexy and why is this drug so 
popular?”’ Barresi said. “Why 
does our community need this 
drug?” 

He added that the Stop AIDS 
Project held a speed forum in 
March that attracted about 75 
people. 

The two community meetings 
are an extension of that forum 
and are being held primarily to 


get a dialogue started in the com¬ 
munity. 

Effective ways to reach people 
who use speed so that they have 
safe sex is another goal of the 
meetings, Barresi said. 

Barresi will be leading both 
meetings, which are being held to 
get gay men to form a response to 
the problem. 

“We want to ask the commu¬ 
nity what they think should be 
the approach,” Barresi said. ▼ 


Both meetings will be held 
from 7:30 to 9 p.m. The Castro 
meeting will be at California 
Federal Bank, 444 Castro 
Street. The SOMA meeting will 
be in the community room at 
Blow Buddies, 933 Harrison 
Street. For more information

H| 1 ew members were .elected 
to the San Francisco Les- 
1 m bian, Gay, Bisexual, Trans¬ 
gender Pride Celebration Com¬ 
mittee Board of Directors at the 
general membership meeting on 
Sunday, September 8. Officers for 
1997-98 will be elected at the 
group’s October 7 meeting. 

Reelected to the board for two 
year terms were Lenel DeEmma, 
Roberta Dunne, Allen Kurtz, Do¬ 
minique Leslie, and Joe Wagen- 
hofer. Newly elected to the board 
for two-year terms were Bobbie 
Bentley and Chris Martin. Cur¬ 
rent. Board President Deborah 
Oakley-Melvin was elected to a 
one-year term. 

Also at the meeting, it was an¬ 
nounced the 1997 pride festivities 
will be held June 26 and 27. 

For the last three years the San 
Francisco and Los Angeles pride 
events alternated, with San Fran¬ 
cisco scheduled for the third 
weekend in June and Los Angeles 
for the last weekend of the month. 
However, Oakley-Melvin wrote to 
Christopher Street West (CSW) in 
Los Angeles to request the date 
switch for next year, as San Fran¬ 
cisco will be hosting the National 
Conference of Mayors on June 21 - 
22 . 


“Our Board of Directors real¬ 
izes the logistical issues facing San 
Francisco if both events were held 
on the same weekend,” wrote CSW 
Executive Director Michael Yates, 
referring to San Francisco pride 
events taking place during the con¬ 
ference of mayors. “In the spirit of 
cooperation the Board of Direc¬ 
tors unanimously voted to approve 
the date change for this year.” 

Q-TV to carry The Torch? 

In another matter relating to 
the annual pride event, local artist 
James Reid is having a fundraiser 
on Friday, September 20 to help 
pay off the debt he incurred from 
having his rainbow-colored 
“Torch of Liberty” at the intersec¬ 
tion of Market Street and The 
Embarcadero this year. 

The 29-foot high piece of art 
was a full-scale replica of the Stat¬ 
ue of Liberty’s arm, hand, and 
torch. Originally, Reid planned to 
defray costs by charging $5 to take 
photos of festival-goers in front of 
the torch. However, the density of 
the crowd prevented that from 
taking place and in his rush to fin¬ 
ish the project, Reid said he didn’t 
stop to consider what would hap¬ 
pen to it when the festival was 
over. 

Port Authority workmen who 
arrived Monday after the event 
toppled and removed the torch, 


which amount A to an additional 
$2,000 in cleanup costs. Reid, who 
served as float/march co-chair 
this year, said he is over $4,000 in 
debt because of the torch. 

There is a $10-per-person do¬ 
nation for the fundraiser. Reid 
said the event will include several 
activities, among them the pre¬ 
sentation of the eight trophies for 
parade floats and contingents. 
The production crew of Q-TV 
will also be on hand, and people 
are invited to discuss on camera 
their ideas for improving next 
year’s events. 

Reid added that if any money 
is raised over the $4,000 needed to 
pay off the torch debt, it will be 
used either to help with costs 
from this year’s Holiday Tree in 
the Castro or to produce a 20-foot 
tall pair of ruby shoes for next 
year’s pride festival. 

The benefit is not associated 
with or sponsored by the pride 
celebration committee, Reid 
noted. ▼

Q Action unveils young 
people’s addition 
to NAMES Quilt

Q Action, the young men’s 
program of the Stop AIDS 
Project, unveiled a quilt 
Monday, September 9 that hon¬ 
ors young San Franciscans who 
have died of AIDS. The 12’ by 12’ 
quilt will be sent to Washington 
D.C. and incorporated into the 
full NAMES quilt. A memorial to 
those who have died of AIDS, the 
NAMES quilt will be on display 
there in an event called D.C. ’96. 

Planning for the quilt, which 
is a collaboration of Q Action, 
Bay Positives, and the NAMES 
Project, began six months ago. 
The project was designed to 
highlight the increasing effect 
AIDS is having on young people. 
The pieces of the quilt have come 
from young people throughout 
the community. Many of the 
pieces were made by people in 
Bay Positives, a Bay Area organi¬ 
zation of youth with HIV serving 
youth with HIV. 

The quilt will also become 
part of the NAMES Project’s na¬ 
tional high school education 
campaign.

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Rave raid testimony begins

U j against four police officers 
charged with misconduct 
during a raid of a private South of 
Market New Year’s 1995 AIDS 
fundraiser began on Monday, 
September 9 at the Hall of Justice. 

Sergeant Stephan Bosshard, 
Sergeant John Haggett, Sergeant 
Edward Santos, and Officer Hoyt 
Wong have been charged with 18 
counts of misconduct, including 
making arrests without probable 
cause and using unnecessary force 
against citizens, during the inci¬ 
dent at 938 Harrison Street. 

The New Year’s event, which 
drew an estimated 600 people, 
was a private benefit for a local 
AIDS charity organized by Ter¬ 
ence Alan - and Was raided, police 
claimed, because of a lack of per¬ 
mits. 

Officers from the state Alco¬ 
holic Beverage Control Division 
also participated in the raid. 

The Police Department has 
maintained from the outset that 
the New Year’s event was illegal, 
and that large quantities of alco¬ 
hol were present at the site. 

In moving testimony before 
the San Francisco Police Commis¬ 
sion, Santa Cruz resident Eden 
Somberg recounted her arrest 
during the incident, which came 
as she was taking photographs of 
police misconduct during the 
raid. 

Somberg attended the 
fundraiser with friends who were 
part of a performance group. 
When police arrived and began 
arresting people, she testified, she 
got out her camera and began tak¬ 
ing photographs. 


‘Get the faggots out’ 

Somberg sobbed during testi¬ 
mony as she said an officer 
grabbed the flash from her cam¬ 
era during the raid and threw it to 
the ground. She said she was then 
pushed forward until she was face 
down. 

“Nothing had been said to me. 
I didn’t believe what was going 
on. I kept saying, ‘I’m not resist¬ 
ing arrest.’ One of the officers put 
his foot behind my ear and 
ground my head into the ground,” 
she told the hushed chambers. 

Somberg’s camera was also 


wrested from her during the inci¬ 
dent - and when it was later re¬ 
trieved, the film was missing. 

Somberg testified that she was 
told she’d be released “when I 
sobered up,” but said she had had 
nothing to drink at the event and 
was not tested for blood alcohol 
content, although she asked to be 
tested. 

An eyewitness to Somberg’s 
arrest, attorney David Lowe, also 
told commissioners he heard anti¬ 
gay remarks such as, “Let’s get the 
faggots out of here” during the ar¬ 
rest, and that he observed two of¬ 
ficers arrest Somberg. 

“She was shaken violently back 
and forth and pushed around and 
then thrown to the floor,” Lowe 
said. 

He also watched as three 
unidentified officers pursued Gra¬ 
ham Cruishank, after Cruishank 
was ordered to leave and, in an 
over-the-shoulder aside to officers 
as he was making his exit, 
quipped that at least he was able 
to leave - and not sitting around 
eating donuts like the cops. 

Asked if he had been drinking 
alcohol at the event, Lowe said 
that he had had half a glass of 
champagne sometime earlier in 
the evening before he arrived at 
the event, but that he had limited 
his consumption at the fundraiser 
to a first-time taste of a health 
food elixir made of spirulina, a 
kelp derivative. 

Somberg’s attorney, Nancy 
Clarence, told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter that the University of Cali¬ 
fornia Santa Cruz social anthro¬ 
pology graduate has “been shak¬ 
en to the core” in the aftermath of 
the incident. 

Bosshard gets an eyeful 

Clarence and attorney Kate 
Dyer are representing seven plain¬ 
tiffs in a federal police brutality 
lawsuit against the city. Clarence 
said the strategy of the four de¬ 
fense attorneys representing the 
police officers is “a shell game,” to 
lay the blame for the misconduct 
on uncharged officers. 

“It’s an effort to obscure the 
fact that our community was bru¬ 
talized that night,” Clarence said. 
She urged the Police Commission 
not to dismiss the “culpability of 
the San Francisco Police Depart¬ 
ment” in the incident.

fense attorney James Lasart at¬ 
tempted to portray Somberg’s tes¬ 
timony as inconsistent and vague 
- and later said Alcohol and Bev¬ 
erage Control officers, and not 
Haggett, were responsible for her 
arrest. 

Bosshard’s defense attorney 
Bob Moore said in opening argu¬ 
ments that her client should never 
have been charged for making a 
sexual slur during an arrest of a 
male partygoer wearing a kilt, and 
claimed Bosshard was attempting 
to “defuse an embarrassing situa¬ 
tion” after inadvertently exposing 
the complainant’s genitals. 

Bosshard told the complainant 
that he “always wondered what 
you guys wore underneath” kilts. 

Moore said that his client was 
“trying to help” the arrested man 
into a police van when he inad¬ 
vertently lifted up the kilt. 

Bosshard is also charged with 
unnecessary force during an ar¬ 
rest.

| ost gays and lesbians reacted to the 
passage of the so-called “Defense of 
Marriage Act,” or DoMA, with grief 
and loss, but it may be time to re¬ 
consider that response. The Amer- x 

ican Civil Liberties Union has _ 
announced it will challenge 
DoMA’s constitutionality as 
soon as the president puts his sig- '* 
nature on it, so the issue is hardly 
over. In fact, it has just begun. 

The right wingers who call the . 

political shots these days have 
done something for gay people 
that liberal legislators have 
not: they sent the issue of gen¬ 
der-neutral marriage to the Supreme Court. 

Four years ago, fundies backing Col¬ 
orado’s unprecedented Amendment 2 
started our community on a similar path. 
Like DoMA, Amendment 2 unconstitu¬ 
tionally attempted to codify discrimina¬ 
tion. Like DoMA, it passed and was cheered 
by its supporters as a weapon against an ex¬ 
tremist gay agenda. But it all backfired on 
them when the Supreme Court heard the 
evidence and overturned the law in its very 
first gay-positive ruling. 

It’s ironic, but that victory would have 
been impossible without our sworn ene¬ 
mies’ hard work. 

Similarly, it would have been impossible 
to get Congress to debate a bill that sought 
to legalize same-sex marriages by this time; 
it is even less likely such a measure could 
have passed either house, let alone both. 
And if that miracle did come to pass, and if 
our quisling president signed the bill, it 
would have been challenged as soon as he 
put his signature on it, and would be head¬ 
ed for the Supreme Court with a restrain¬ 
ing order preventing a single gay marriage 
until a final ruling. 

In other words, if we’d worked our asses 
off and had a miracle or three, we’d be ex¬ 
actly where we are. Well, not quite exactly, 
but very nearly: the same Supreme Court 
will hear the same arguments, whether the 
original law was written to support or op¬ 
pose the idea of gender-neutral marriage 
laws. This way, at least, the case will be 
heard long before our political capital 
could have moved it there. Those who seek 
to push us back may have caught us up. 

All of which is, admittedly, the most op¬ 
timistic view. Realistically, the Supreme 
Court is probably more likely to uphold the 
actions of Congress than to reject them, and 
the burden of proof is that much greater as 
we seek to overturn a law; and although the 
justices decided Amendment 2 by a two-to- 
one margin, nothing suggests any of them 
are overtly gay-friendly and three of them 
are rabidly homophobic; and - most im¬ 
portantly - the work ahead is enormous 



and no group looks capable of handling it. 

The Human Rights Campaign’s work 
leading up to the DoMA vote was so ama¬ 
teurish it made the gays-in-the-military 
time look like good old days. To give 
credit where it’s due, Executive Di¬ 
rector Elizabeth Birch performed 
brilliantly on some news shows, but 
mostly it seemed the nation’s largest 
gay and lesbian organization was still 
I struggling to cut the deck when the 
^ rest of the players were cashing 
out. 

Part of HRC’s “strategy” in¬ 
volved the Employment Non- 
Discrimination Act, or ENDA, 
which was a now-you-see-it-now-you- 
don’t amendment to DoMA for a while - 


while that is certainly true of the 104th 
Congress, Newt’s Congress, it does not have 
to be true of the 105th. November’s elec¬ 
tion will determine more than whose mail 
goes to 1600 Pennsylvania Avenue; every 
member of the House is up for reelection ... 
or relocation. 

And, since the nine most important 
people in the history of gay marriages - the 
Supreme Court justices who will hear the 
case - are appointed by the president, and 
since two or three seats will be filled in the 
next four years, it’s important for gay voters 
to consider the two nominees’ styles. Re¬ 
member, Bob Dole fought for Richard 
Nixon’s two rejected hack nominees, 
Harold Carstairs and F. Clement 
Haynsworth, Jr. (if you don’t remember

“ENDA+DoMA = ENEMA,” quipped ac¬ 
tivist Michael Petrelis - until it was voted 
upon as a separate bill and lost in a heart¬ 
breaking 50-49 vote. One vote; Vice Presi¬ 
dent A1 Gore would have cast the tiebreak¬ 
er in support of the bill and it would be on 
its way to the House. 

Conventional wisdom says it would 
have suffered a lopsided loss there, and

Everett Koop disguise), and he has already 
expressed his intention to appoint conser¬ 
vatives only. 

In other words, we think it’s going to be 
important to vote for the same Bill Clinton 
who will sign DoMA. It’s rotten, but that is 
the smell of politics.

Talk about tweaking!

here is a popular mantra in American 
communities, including queer ones: 
what we do with our bodies is our 
own business. I chant this mantra regularly 
myself, but I think it bears a closer look in 
one instance. These days, it seems lots of 
people are turning onto speed, a/k/a “crys¬ 
tal.” More and more, entire gay social scenes 
seem to revolve around the drug. For some 
of us, it creates a sense of confidence, power, 
and prowess. For some it becomes an ever- 
shrinking closet where our range of choices 
narrows as we do more and more speed. 

For some, sex is better with crystal. Some 
of us use it to have hot, frenzied, out-of-con¬ 
trol sex - the kind of sex many of us idolize. 
When it comes to being safe during sex on 
crystal, it’s up to each of us to protect our¬ 
selves. It’s our responsibility. It’s our business. 

But nobody lives in a vacuum. Crystal 
use affects all of our queer friends and our 
queer communities and our queer neigh¬ 
borhoods. Some people do take big risks of 
getting infected with HIV when they’re high 
on speed. Others, already positive, risk their 


health through using it. Our neighborhoods, 
already decimated by AIDS, face a continued 
onslaught of new infections and disease 
progression as crystal use increases. Our so¬ 
cial fabric is slowly tearing around this drug. 

That’s when it becomes my business to 
get involved. When life in my neighborhood 
- the quality of my life and my friends’ and 
loved ones’ lives - is compromised as 
more people begin to tweak out of 
control, they get infected with HIV, 
their mental and physical health 
suffers, they withdraw, they get 
mean. It’s my business when it’s a 
matter of trying to do everything I 
can do to help stop the spread of 
HIV. 

I believe it’s time for 
us all to talk more about 
crystal, what it’s doing to 
our social and personal lives. It’s time to talk 
about how we can organize to keep crystal 
from further fanning the flames of the HIV 
epidemic and threatening our collective fu¬ 
ture. 

I propose we begin this work in two 
neighborhoods: the Castro and South of 
Market. They’re two neighborhoods where 
my friends and I live and hang out. They’re 


two neighborhoods where it’s OK to care 
about each other openly ... and we need to 
do that more. 

A neighborhood organizing meeting 
about what we can do about crystal will be 
held in the Castro on Thursday, September 
12, 1996 from 7:30 to 9 p.m. at California 
Federal Bank, located at 444 Castro Street. 

A second meeting will be held in South 
of Market on Tuesday, September 24,1996 
from 7:30 to 9 p.m. in the community 
room at Blow Buddies Club, lo- 
\ cated at 933 Harrison Street. 
The goal of these meetings is to 
decide what action we can take 
to promote more dialogue 
about crystal and help 
guys who use it to have 
safe sex. Anyone interest¬

keep crystal from further fueling the AIDS 
epidemic is encouraged to attend.

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Civil rights and the election 

Wayne Friday reminds us (“Our Man Friday,” 
8/23) that Republican presidential candidate Bob 
Dole opposes states’ sanctioning same-sex marriage, 
supports legislation allowing states to deny recogni¬ 
tion of same-sex marriage, and opposes lifting the 
ban on open gays in the military. 

Is there any difference on gay rights between Bob 
Dole and President Bill Clinton? 

Clinton signed into federal statute the ban on 
open gays in the military. He could have eliminated by 
executive order the previous regulation against gays 
in the military - which was ignored by hundreds of 
thousands of lesbian and gay servicemembers and 
many of their commanding officers. 

In a recent letter to me, Mr. Clinton writes, “In 
1992,1 stated my opposition to same gender-mar¬ 
riage, and recently, when the issue was raised in Con¬ 
gress, I said that if a bill consistent with my previous¬ 
ly stated position reached my desk, I would sign it.” By 
signing that bill - the so-called Defense of Marriage 
Act - not only would Clinton sign into federal statute 
Mr. Dole’s position, but also he would sign into fed¬ 
eral statute a prohibition on domestic partner bene¬ 
fits for federal employees. 

Continuing, Mr. Clinton writes, “I strongly be¬ 
lieve, however, that raising this issue is divisive and 
unnecessary.” I reply that efforts to secure civil rights 
are often divisive - but they are always necessary. 

Early in 1993, the President himself raised a divi¬ 
sive civil rights issue - whether the military 
should be able to discriminate against les¬ 
bians and gays. 

Perhaps Mr. Clinton never realized 
how his former courageous support for 
gays in the military enormously increased 
many Americans’ respect for his 
strength of character - regardless of 
their own views. 

To this day, the President has never 
explained why he opposes same-gender 
marriage. 

Let’s keep explaining to all presidential candidates 
what our civil rights are, and why we want them. Pres¬ 
idential election day comes only once every four 
years, and it is only weeks away.

That - and not Elliott’s self-iden¬ 
tification as transsexual, lesbian, bisexual, woman or 
leather dyke - is the basis for my call for Elliott’s dis¬ 
missal. Elliott’s propensity to reduce criticism of her 
to the single issue of her self-identification is just an¬ 
other example of her dishonesty. 

The B.A.R. can choose to either act or it can watch 
as its credibility sinks to the level of Elliott’s. Which 
will it be?

Animus rites 

I was moved by Michael Botkin’s “Last Column” 
(Bay Area Reporter, August 15), as indeed I Was often 
moved by his honesty, which you rightly praised in 
your editorial.

“was horribly slandered in the local media a few years 
ago.” And he added that this was “a fact I easily 
demonstrated.” But he was not listened to. Not only 
did people not want him to tell the truth; “stupid 
thugs with nothing but naked lies to justify their ac¬ 
tions” made him shut up. 

With nothing but hatred as their argument, those 
thugs also forced NAMBLA from the annual pride 
parade. Their number also includes Dennis C. Vacco, 
the New York Attorney General, who last year tried to 
dissolve a not-for-profit corporation founded by 
three NAMBLA members.

Marinol and marijuana 

Having researched the issue of the medical use of 
marijuana for more than a decade, I was floored by 
misinformation provided by Jeff Getty and Steven 
LeBlanc in your issue of August 29th. (“Is Marijuana 
Medicine?”) After “a review of available literature,” 
Getty & LeBlanc repeat the totally false, completely 
trumped-up lie, which has, until now, only been per¬ 
petrated by the federal government, the pharmaceu¬ 
tical industry and the Dan Lungrens of the world, 
who profit by keeping marijuana unavailable for ther¬ 
apeutic purposes. 

To state that the prescription drug Marinol con¬ 
tains THC is no minor misgiving. Indeed, the fact 
that Marinol is totally synthetic goes to the very core 
of the issue at hand. A brief history: 

Delta-9-Tetrahydrocannabinol (THC) is the most 
powerful psycho-active chemical in marijuana. Syn¬ 
thetic THC was developed for drug abuse research on 
rats and other animal subjects. The synthetic “pot 
pill” was never intended for human use in a routine of 
medical care. In the early 1980s, however, federal 
agencies were overwhelmed by demands for legal ac¬ 
cess to government supplies of marijuana cigarettes 
for use in legislatively authorized, state programs of 
patient care. FDA and DEA, unable to meet these state 
requests for natural marijuana, began promoting syn¬ 
thetic THC pills as a therapeutic substitute. 

In September 1980, federal agencies released THC 
through the National Cancer Institute’s Group C 
Treatment Program. Then federal agencies frantical¬ 
ly searched for a private-sector pharmaceutical com¬ 
pany to sponsor a New Drug Application (NDA) for 
the federally developed THC pill. In exchange, feder¬ 
al agencies promised the company exclusive control 
over the medical market for synthetic THC. 

This promotion of synthetic THC was not de¬ 
signed to meet legitimate human needs. It had only 
one objective: to maintain the medical prohibition 
against marijuana. Federal agencies mounted a dis¬ 
information campaign, claiming that marijuana was 
no longer medically necessary because the modern, 
synthetic “pot pill” had arrived. 

Federal agencies knew this was a lie. Marinol is not 
marijuana! The synthetic solution failed to provide, 
even marginally, the benefits of the natural herb. 

A 1978 internal National Cancer Institute memo 
described synthetic THC as “erratic,” “unpredictable,” 
and “unfit” for human use. Marijuana cigarettes, by 
contrast, are described as “reliable” and “highly pre¬ 
dictable.” The cancer specialists at NCI concluded, 
“All in all, the [marijuana] cigarette may be the best 
means of delivering the drug.” 

In 1988, following two years of public hearings, 
DEA’s chief administrative law Judge Francis L. Young 
determined Marinol an inadequate substitute for 
marijuana. Judge Young ruled DEA should immedi¬ 
ately reschedule marijuana to Schedule II (accepted 
for medical use), and recommended that marijuana 
be made prescriptively available for the medical treat¬ 
ment of persons afflicted by “life or sense-threaten¬ 
ing disorders.” He condemned the federal prohibition 
as “unreasonable, arbitrary and capricious.” 

Now, on August 4, 1996, at a press conference 
meant to justify the violent raid on the Cannabis 
Buyer’s Club, Mr. Joe Doane, Chief of the California 
Bureau of Narcotics Enforcement, stated, “THC, the 
active ingredient in marijuana, is available by pre¬ 
scription for any patient who needs it.” Mr. Doane 
knows this is a lie. 

Repeating this fallacy does harm enough to the pa¬ 
tients unclear about their options for treatment. The 
political ramifications may be considered even more 
damaging with Proposition 215 on the ballot in No¬ 
vember, which calls for the legalization of prescrip¬ 
tive marijuana.

“That marijuana has important and beneficial medical 
effects is demonstrated by the fact that one important active 
compound in marijuana, THC, was approved by the FDA in 
1985 as a treatment for nausea and vomiting (emesis) as¬ 
sociated with cancer chemotherapy and later was approved 
as a treatment for AIDS-associated appetite loss. It is man¬ 
ufactured in an oral pill called Marinol, available by pre¬ 
scription. 

“However, for many people with AIDS, Marinol is a less 
desirable treatment than either smoked or ingested mari¬ 
juana. Marinol has been associated with undesirable side 
effects, including anxiety and dysphoria worse than that 
seen with use of marijuana. This is consistent with studies 
indicating that THC used alone sometimes causes anxiety. 
However, a Brazilian study and other researchers have 
found that cannabidiol (CBD), another compound present 
in natural marijuana, reduces the anxiety produced by THC 
used alone. 

“Additionally, Marinol is extraordinarily expensive to 
those without insurance, costing roughly $300 per month, 
and many patients report that they can control their dosage 
more easily when using natural marijuana, using just as 
much as necessary to stimulate appetite or reduce symptoms, 
while avoiding unwanted side effects.”]

1 w months away, the polling 
numbers from most parts of the 
country look good for President 
Bill Clinton, and dire for Bob 
Dole. Nothing less than a political 
catastrophe by the Clinton camp 
between today and November 5 
can keep the President from win¬ 
ning re-election, possibly by a 
landslide. 

Ironically, the Republicans in¬ 
tentionally held their national 
convention in San Diego last 
month in hopes of making politi¬ 
cal headway with California vot¬ 
ers (not to mention our 54 elec¬ 
toral votes). What happened? The 
respected Field Poll reported that 
within four days after the GOP 
delegates packed up and left, Clin¬ 
ton’s lead here had climbed to a 
crushing 22-point advantage over 
Dole, adding fuel to the rumor 
that the Dole camp (not unlike 
the George Bush camp in 1992) 
will shortly “write off” California 
to spend its time and money else¬ 
where - a move that could spell 
trouble for the rest of the Cal¬ 
ifornia GOP ticket. 

If things weren’t al¬ 
ready bad enough for 
Dole after glancing over 
his shoulder as he left 
California, a second 
poll widely used by 
political strategists, 
the CNN/ USA 
Today! Gallup, 

announced _ 

over the week¬ 
end that their results show Clin¬ 
ton with a 21 -point lead over the 
former Kansas senator among 
U.S. voters most likely to vote. 

At the moment, it seems Pres¬ 
ident Clinton has it all going his 
way. For the first time in his pres¬ 
idency, his national approval rat¬ 
ing has reached 60%. Also, polls 
report that six out of ten “proba¬ 
ble voters” approve of the job 
Clinton’s doing, and he outscores 
his GOP opponent on the han¬ 
dling of key issues ranging from 
the economy to crime. 

Further, while these same vot¬ 
ers say that Dole scores higher 
than Clinton on the “character” 
scale, the string of so-called “scan¬ 
dals” (Jennifer Flowers, Paula 
Jones, Dick Morris, Whitewater, 
etc.) seems not to concern the 
voters that much. They appear to 
care more about the “pocketbook 
issues” or, as James Carville 
might put it, “It’s still the econo¬ 
my, stupid.”

The 
only remaining question on the 
lips of many Republican leaders is 
at what point do they decide to 
bail out and focus on retaining 
control of Congress. Clearly, the 
Democrats are now serious about 
gaining at least a tie in the U.S. 
Senate (giving the veep the tie¬ 
breaking vote) and hope to pick 
up numerous House seats as well.

H ateral Collateral Damage 
Dept.: One of the East Bay’s 
H finest women’s establish¬ 
ments (men are welcome, too) is 
Boadecia’s Books, at 395 Colusa 
Avenue in Kensington (four 
blocks north of upper Solano Av¬ 
enue). Not only will they cheer¬ 
fully order books they don’t have 
in stock, they rent and sell videos. 
They also host three women’s and 
one gay/lesbian book groups, a 
monthly “gaymes” night, a 
butch/femme discussion group, 
and a “stitch & bitch” sewing and 
knitting circle. This blurs the line 
between bookstore and commu¬ 
nity center - a good and happy 
thing. 

Recently, according to a friend, 
Boadecia’s tried out another 
women’s book group, this one 
leather/SM-oriented. Imagine 
my friend’s surprise when 
she arrived in sleepy little 
Kensington to find Boade¬ 
cia’s besieged by picketing 
feminists. It was 
Diana Russell and 
two others, protesting 
Boadecia’s promoting 
diversity on 
the dubious 
grounds that 
consensual SM 
is “violence against women.” 

Okay, here we have “feminists” 
picking on a women’s bookstore - 
a safe, easy target - attempting to 
deny women freedom of choice of 
sexual expression with other 
women. What’s wrong with this 
picture? The false logic that 
women can’t consent to kinky sex 
because any woman who would 
so choose could only have been 
brainwashed by the patriarchy? 
The disturbing phenomenon of 
“feminists” joining that same pa¬ 
triarchy in marginalizing a lesbian 
sexual minority and promoting 
shame among women for being 
sexual on their own terms?

Shame, shame, shame! 

I’m going to react to “femi¬ 
nists” policing other women’s sex¬ 
uality with that new phrase that’s

supposed to change anyone’s be¬ 
havior and beliefs: Shame, shame, 
shame! “Shame” is the op¬ 
erative word here - the 
shame women are 
taught to feel for even 
thinking of being sexual 
outside of certain parame¬ 
ters designed to control 
us. One set of those pa¬ 
rameters is (non-liber¬ 
ated) heterosexual 
marriage; an¬ 
other is any 
restriction of 
lesbian love- 
making to politically pure and 
safe non-rough, penetration-free, 
androgynous “womonloving.” 

Even basically sex-positive 
women unafraid of political cen¬ 
sure can be somewhat inhibited 
about sexual exploration with 
consenting (and presumably 
eager) partners. How many les¬ 
bians have never allowed them¬ 
selves an evening at the Ecstasy 
Lounge, fearful that their friends 
might think them too shameless 
for deliberately putting them¬ 
selves at risk of having sex before 
the first date? How many have 
been too timid because they as¬ 
sumed they’d be the only “average 
lesbian” among a bunch of 
“swingers” with extreme appear¬ 
ances? 

I’m going to be shameless and 
confess that even your sexually 
radical/socially appropriate 
columnist has worried about feel¬ 
ing out of place there and has 
imagined feeling awkward about 
inviting a stranger to have sex. 
Fortunately, Ecstasy Lounge cre¬ 
ator Kitaka Gara somehow got re¬ 
ferred to me with a question 
about B.A.R. calendar listings, and 
I got to have my fears allayed over 
a cup of tea. 

Kitaka cares deeply about the 
sexual shame and body shame 
that sexism pressures lesbians to 
internalize. She runs Ecstasy 
Lounge as safe space for empow¬ 
ering women: not as an orgytori- 
um, but as a kind of private social 


club where hostesses greet women 
and make them feel welcome and 
comfortable when they enter. 

There is no pressure to have 
sex or even to walk around naked; 
of the three to four hundred “av¬ 
erage-looking” women who at¬ 
tend, perhaps only a third will go 
off to have sex (the kinky stuff 
happens in a. separate room). 
Most women come to meet 
women, socialize, watch the strip¬ 
pers, and dance in a smoke-free 
room where the music doesn’t 
drown out conversation. You can 
think of the Ecstasy Lounge as the 
proverbial “women’s space,” only, 
with higher odds of getting laid. 

Chocolate and chakras 

And such women’s space this is 
- complimentary refreshments, 
complimentary massage (yee, 
hah!) and even (be still, oh my les¬ 
bian heart) complimentary 
chocolate! Not to mention the 
only lap dancers for lesbians any¬ 
where. Kitaka says her intent was 
to create a “lesbian Disneyland” 
(only with higher odds of getting 
laid). 

Ironically, the only flak Kitaka’s 
caught was for her inclusive poli¬ 
cy on transsexual women - and 
that was from transgender ac¬ 
tivists miffed that she welcomed 
post-op but not pre-op MTFs. 
One, displaying typically humor¬ 
less, subtlety-challenged activist 
literalness, accused her of advo¬ 
cating violence with the (if you 
can slam your) “dick in a drawer” 
(and walk away) rule. 

Well, this copywriter can come 
up with a kinder, gentler version: 
“You must be at least this deep to 
ride the Ecstasy Lounge.” As well 
as a more sarcastic version that 
would cover all the bases: “No 
weenies allowed.” 

With the Ecstasy Lounge near¬ 
ly economically self-supporting, 
Kitaka is experimenting with the 
pricing structure, including low¬ 
ering the door and selling bever¬ 
ages while leaving munchies com¬ 
plimentary. For the next event 
(third Friday of the month, like 
September 20), she’s having a 
“Back to School” special, for 
which she’s sent out fliers good 
for $10 admission. She’s also 
agreed to admit Sapphistication 
readers for $10 with this week’s 
column as a coupon. There are 
some slots available to work at Ec¬ 
stasy Lounge in exchange for free 
admission to the next party. Call 
the hotline, 415/985-5252, for in¬ 
formation and the SoMa location. 

This is more like it: no shame, 
no condemnation - just a friend¬ 
ly, comfortable, pressure-free en¬ 
vironment where women can 
have fun celebrating our sexuali¬ 
ty. Kitaka says, “We’re girls - we 
deserve it!” Babes, camaraderie 
and free chocolate? Yo Beth sez,

E Bay lesbian finishes 
East Coast fundraiser, 
despite kayak theft

erkeley resident Leigh 
. Moorhouse didn’t let the 
theft of her kayak deter her 
from finishing a Florida-to-Maine 
trip to raise funds for breast can¬ 
cer research. 

The 41-year-old lesbian told 
the B.A.R. that a Maine resident 
lent her another kayak so she 
could complete the 2,100-mile 
trip that began April 14 in Key 
Largo, Florida and ended Sunday, 
September 8 in Eastport, Maine. 

She explained there were two 
endings to her trip, known as 
“Live and Let Live: A Women’s 
Cancer Fundraising Kayak Expe¬ 
dition.” The “ceremonial” ending 
was held Thursday, September 5 
as people had flown to Eastport, a 
city near the Canadian border. 
Moorhouse was unable to get 
there due to Hurricane Fran and 
the theft of her kayak. 

“It ended officially for me on 
September 8 at 4:30 p.m. when I 
quietly finished the trip,” Moor¬ 
house said in a telephone inter¬ 
view from Maine. 

Her kayak, complete with her 
toll-free number and sponsor 
stickers on it, was missing from its 
mooring in Prospect Harbor, 
Maine on September 4, she ex¬ 
plained. 

“It has not been recovered, but 
I just call it missing. You don’t 
want to think anyone would take 
it,” Moorhouse said. “It definitely 
was not swept away in the storm. 
Reports have been made to au¬ 
thorities that it was stolen.” 

Moorhouse was at a loss to ex¬ 
plain why anyone would take her 
kayak, but remained confident it 
would be recovered. 

“I’m surprised it hasn’t turned 
up,” she said, adding there are 
only 20-30 kayaks in the country 
that are like the one that was 
stolen. 

She thanked Maine kayaker 
Ken Fink for lending her his boat

for the final three days of her trip. 

Moorhouse said she’s raised 
between $30,000 and $40,000 for 
the Breast Cancer Fund in San 
Francisco. A second trip on the 
West Coast from Canada to Baja, 
California had been planned for 
next summer. However, Moor¬ 
house said she’s putting that trip 
off for a year to accommodate in¬ 
creased interest. 

“I’ve done a tremendous 
amount of awareness, and I’ve 
gotten a lot of interest in the West 
Coast trip. So many people want 
to paddle,” Moorhouse said, 
adding that working out the lo¬ 
gistics of having more people take 
part in the fundraising effort is 
the reason for the delay. 

She said that at times, she was 
disappointed by the media atten¬ 
tion to her trip. 

“How many women do you 
know who do solo expeditions?” 
Moorhouse asked, adding that 
one news station put her story on 
the air following a piece about a 
lost-and-found dog. 

While on her trip, Moorhouse 
said paddling everyday was “like a 
job.” 

“It was so right for me to be 
there,” she said. “I knew I had the 
endurance.” 


Being aware of “acts of God” 
and being able to make good de¬ 
cisions were two elements to her 
success, she added. 

Moorhouse also talked about 
the Breast Cancer Fund and said 
their beliefs fit her own. 

“The environment plays a big 
part in this,” she said of breast 
cancer. “The rate is just skyrock¬ 
eting. Being outside and exercis¬ 
ing reduces the risk.” 

According to the Breast Cancer 
Fund, breast cancer is the leading 
cause of death in women ages 15 
to 54. This year, more than 
182,000 women and 1,000 men 
will discover they have breast can¬ 
cer. It is estimated over 46,000 will 
die of the disease. 

The Breast Cancer Fund was 
founded in 1992 by four-year 
breast cancer survivor Andrea 
Martin. The fund is a public trust 
foundation committed to eradi¬ 
cating the disease through innov¬ 
ative and accelerated funding of 
cutting-edge projects in research, 
education, advocacy, and patient 
support. 

Moorhouse said she’s planning 
to return to Berkeley this Satur¬ 
day, September 14 and will go 
right back to work at her job in 
Emeryville, where she’s a publica¬ 
tion director for a technical man¬ 
ual. She said she’ll still be doing 
work for the Breast Cancer Fund, 
trying to solicit corporate dona¬ 
tions. 

She encouraged people to give 
what they can. 

“People can give in any way, 
shape, or form. They don’t have to 
give $25,” Moorhouse said, adding 
that assisting women while they 
wait for mammogram results, for 
example, is often a tremendous 
help. V

Are all Arizona 
politicians gay? 

On the heels of congressional 
Representative Jim Kolbe’s (R- 
Ariz.) “coming out” in early Au¬ 
gust, Tempe Mayor Neil Giuliano 
announced on August 28 that he, 
too, is gay. State Representative 
Ken Cheuvront (D-central 
Phoenix) is openly gay. And re¬ 
cently, a candidate for the Ari¬ 
zona Legislature has also been 
outed. This mass exodus from 
Arizona’s political closet has 
prompted the Phoenix Gazette to 
print a September 1 story enti¬ 
tled, “Forced Disclosures Invade 
Private Lives.” 

“Increasingly, politicians are 
telling on themselves, buckling 
under the pressure of those who 
threaten to expose their private 
lives,” journalist Kris Mayes re¬ 
ports. Mayes notes that the threat 
of outing is a political tool used 
by both lesbian and gay groups 
and the radical right. The militant 
right-wing group Concerned 
Women for America has recently 
threatened to out yet another 
member of the state Legislature. 

Along with quotes from out¬ 
ing detractors, Mayes peppers his 
story with comments by some¬ 
time-outing proponent Kim 
Mills of the Human Rights Cam¬ 
paign, who said that “there cer¬ 
tainly are times that it [outing] 
may be appropriate.” In addition 
to all of the struggles Arizona 
politicians have encountered 
post-outing, Mayes also cites sev¬ 
eral positive results of outing, in¬ 
cluding enabling “other politi¬ 
cians to come forward without 
fear of public humiliation and 
electoral defeat.” 

While the article’s tone comes 
down squarely opposed to out¬ 
ing, Mayes and the Phoenix 
Gazette are beginning to develop 


more well-rounded stories that 
examine the issue in depth. Write 
the Phoenix Gazette and let them 
know that more sophisticated 
analysis on the gay political spec¬ 
trum is welcome.

Omaha newspaper spews 
old-style hate 

The Omaha World-Herald is 
up to its old anti-gay 
tricks. A September 4 
article about police 
raids of men accused 
of having sex in a local 
park, entitled “Lewd 
Activities Bring Vice 
Officers to Elmwood 
Park,” reads like a 
seedy police blotter 
from the sixties. It fails 
to interview any gay people, not- 
so-subtly equates homosexuality 
with child molestation, and re¬ 
ports with voyeuristic zeal the ex¬ 
ploits of the vice squad. The story 
quotes police Sgt. Ron Cole say¬ 
ing, “You certainly don’t want 
your kids there.” 

Later, the article states that 
“staff members of the city’s Sun 
Dawgs summer youth program 
complained about the activity 
that occurs just west of where the 
children play all summer. [There 
have been] no reports about chil¬ 
dren in the Sun Dawgs program 
being accosted.” Sgt. Steve Clouse 
also describes an episode where 
“a black Saab and an older model 
station wagon passed though the 
park just before noon, ‘trolling to 
see who’s out there.’ As they did, a 
couple parked their car and took 
their little girl into the park for a 
picnic lunch.” The perpetuation 
of lies linking homosexuality and 
the danger of child molestation is 
the most bigoted kind of hysteri¬ 
cal sensationalism. 

“Lewd behavior” is never de¬ 
fined in the article. Instead, the 
story quotes Sgt. Jim Deagan say¬ 
ing, “This problem has created 
such an unhealthy environment 
for the city parks that we have 
every intent to literally take back 
the parks... . We’re trying to en¬ 
sure that we don’t push that 
problem onto mothers in other 
parks.” While officers brag about 
arresting more than 60 men this 
summer, there is no real explana¬ 
tion of why the raids of public 
bathrooms are so critical to the 
welfare of Nebraska’s people, nor 
is there ever a discussion of “vic¬ 
timless crimes.” Neither gay nor 
civil liberties activists are consult¬ 
ed. 

Tell the Omaha World-Herald 
that their homophobic rant, sen¬ 
sationalists tone and lack of bal¬ 
ance will not be tolerated. Using 
anti-gay stereotypes is both of¬ 
fensive and harmful.

Dragging out The 
Class of 1986 

On August 31, an NBC special 
entitled The Class of 1986 fea¬ 
tured a drag queen and several 
frank discussions about homo¬ 
phobia. The program, created by 
the producers of MTV’s The Real 
World , followed a group of het¬ 
erosexual twentysomethings for 
four days leading up to their ten- 
year high school reunion in Port¬ 
land, Oregon. During one con¬ 
versation in which a group of 


“soc” (the popular crowd from 
high school) decide where to go 
out, a debate ensues over whether 
or not to go to a gay dance club. 
While the majority want to go, 
Joe, an ex-football player, vehe¬ 
mently protests, saying he refuses 
to go to a “faggot” bar. The rest of 
the group questions his homo¬ 
phobia and his ignorance. 

Later on, the group readdress¬ 
es the issue, and Joe is more ex¬ 
plicitly labeled a bigot for his 
small-minded views. Finally, dur¬ 
ing the reunion itself, a person 
named Kevin comes back to his 
alma mater as his drag perfor¬ 
mance personae, Poison Waters, 
and entertains his now-support- 
ive former classmates. 

Please let NBC know that the 
inclusion of the discussions about 
homophobia was valuable and 
well-presented. Additionally, the 
non-sensational coverage of Poi¬ 
son and his appearance at the re¬ 
union added a positive transgen¬ 
der dimension to the program. 
While it was disappointing that 
none of the 15 or so individuals 
mainly featured for the show 
were openly lesbian, gay, bisexual 
or transgender, The Class of 1986 
showed that drag queens, homo¬ 
phobia and gay-supportive 
straight people are all part of the 
mosaic of the real world.

HI M ayor Willie Brown, who

I § to just about every city 
commission, board, and council 
under his control, extended his in¬ 
fluence to the city’s HIV Health 
Services Planning Council Mon¬ 
day, September 9, when an aide in¬ 
formed members they will soon be 
receiving letters asking them to 
reapply. 

Dean Goodwin, Brown’s liai¬ 
son to the gay community, was at 
the meeting and broke the news 
to council members.

said that Brown wants the new 
council up and running by Octo¬ 
ber 1. 

There are 33 members on the 
council now. Goodwin said that 
the mayor could also choose to 
increase the number of members 
on the council. 

Goodwin said that the mayor, 
who has final approval of mem¬ 
bers to the council, is looking at 
all council members who have 
served over a year. He added there 
are six appointments that have 
been made within the last year 
that will not be affected. 

Goodwin also encouraged all 
the affected council members to 
reapply. 

“There’s a lot of real good tal¬ 
ent there,” Goodwin told the 
B.A.R ., referring to the current 
council. “I imagine a lot of them 
will be retained.” 

The news seemed to take the 
council members by surprise. The 
council prioritizes Ryan White 
CARE funding for San Francisco, 
San Mateo, and Marin counties. 
Work on prioritizing for the 
1997-98 CARE Act funds will 
begin in November, although 
preliminary planning work has 
already begun. 

Goodwin pointed out that it is 
the Mayor’s HIV Health Services 
Planning Council and that 
Brown has been making appoint-

ments to many other councils, 
boards, and commissions. Some 
council members wondered 
aloud whether Brown is aware of 
federal mandates that require 
seats on the council be filled with 
representatives of specific 
groups. 

Goodwin said that the mayor 
is aware of the federal mandates 
concerning the council’s makeup. 


“The mayor has done this with 
every other commission,” Good¬ 
win said, referring to Brown’s ap¬ 
pointments. 

Goodwin added that letters 
from the mayor are being mailed 
out this week to the council mem¬ 
bers. The letters thank each mem¬ 
ber for his or her service and re¬ 
quest they submit letters of inter¬ 
est and other materials if they 
want to be considered for reap¬ 
pointment. 

The seats allocated to repre¬ 
sentatives of San Mateo and 
Marin counties, as well as a third 
seat mandated for a state repre¬ 
sentative, will not be affected, 
Goodwin said. 

He explained that the council’s 
by-laws state that members shall 
serve for one year and then they 
continue to serve at the pleasure 
of the mayor. 

Goodwin said that the deadline 
for applications is next Monday, 
September 23. Interested people 
should submit a letter of interest, 
an appropriate resume listing qual¬ 
ifications, experience, and back¬ 
ground, and reference letters. ▼

Vacaville HIV+ prisoners stage protest

M ore than 100 prisoners 
living with HIV/AIDS in 
the V Wing of the HIV 
Unit at the California Medical Fa¬ 
cility at Vacaville went on hunger 
and medication strikes Tuesday, 
September 3 to protest what they 
say is abusive treatment and un¬ 
fair policies directed against in¬ 
mates in the HIV Unit. 

Judy Greenspan, director of 
the HIV/AIDS in Prison Project 
operated by Catholic Charities of 
the East Bay, asked California De¬ 
partment of Corrections Director 
James Gomez in a letter to “per¬ 
sonally investigate the conditions 
complained of by the HIV-posi¬ 
tive prisoners of V Wing.” 

She also complained of the Va¬ 


caville warden’s response to the 
one-day strike - confining some 
of the striking inmates to lock-up. 

“Further, I request that you 
order the release of the three pris¬ 
oners who have been scapegoated 
for the protest,” Greenspan said in 
her letter. 

As of September 9, three men 
remained in “the hole,” she said. 

In a telephone call to the pro¬ 
ject, prisoners accused a correc¬ 
tional officer of harassing African- 
American and gay inmates on V 
Wing. They said over 100 prison¬ 
ers had refused their medications 
for the day and refused to go to the 
dining hall for breakfast, demand¬ 
ing that the officer be transferred 
out of the HIV Unit, and that he 
stop destroying property inmates 
purchased at the prison’s canteen. 

Additionally, the prisoners de¬ 


manded an open line for medical 
and sick calls at least once a week, 
conjugal visits for HIV-positive 
inmates with their spouses, im¬ 
proved ventilation for all cells, and 
more library and yard access for 
HIV-positive inmates. 

Greenspan also urged a legisla¬ 
tive investigation of the prisoners’ 
demands, in letters sent to several 
state senate and assembly mem¬ 
bers, including Senator Milton 
Marks (D-San Francisco) and As¬ 
semblyman John Vasconcellos 
(D-San Jose). 

Those requests included more 
visits by medical staff on third 
watch, quicker response to med¬ 
ical emergencies in cells, and an 
immediate meeting with prison 
administrators. 

Greenspan said prison admin-

Prior to the election of officers, 
members heard from candidates 
running for office in November 
and from proponents and oppo¬ 
nents of various ballot measures.

T he Filipino Task Force on 
AIDS (FTFA) recently an¬ 
nounced the hiring of Mar¬ 
ianna Balquiedra as its new exec¬ 
utive director. Balquiedra, a 
member of the Filipino transgen¬ 
der community, was chosen from 
among a field of candidates who 
responded to a search process 
that spanned the country, from 
the East Coast all the way to 
Hawaii. 

While relatively new to the Fil¬ 
ipino community in the U.S., 
Balquiedra brings to FTFA an ex¬ 
tensive background and experi¬ 
ence in project planning and im¬ 
plementation, grants contract 
compliance and monitoring, fis¬ 
cal management, as well as AIDS 
prevention and direct care ser¬ 
vices. She was formerly the exec¬ 
utive director of the Remedios 
AIDS Foundation, the largest 
non-governmental AIDS organi¬ 
zation in the Philippines, where 
she managed staff, volunteers, and 
a budget three times that of FTFA. 

Balquiedra has a Masters De¬ 
gree in Business Administration 
and International Management. 
As an instructor in both under¬ 
graduate and graduate levels, she 
has taught computer, manage¬ 
ment, and marketing courses and 
has conducted training work¬ 
shops on reproductive health, 
counseling, marketing, and com¬ 
munications. 

Balquiedra has published sev¬ 
eral articles dealing with HIV and 
AIDS and presented abstracts at 
the International AIDS Confer¬ 
ences in Yokohama and Vancou¬ 
ver. Among her published work 
are “HIV/AIDS Awareness 
Among Female Overseas Con¬ 
tract Workers,” “Sexual Risk Be¬ 
havior of Youth Callers to an 
AIDS Hotline Counseling Ser¬ 
vice,” and “Psychological Assess¬ 
ment of Volunteers Working in 
HIV Prevention in a Non-Gov¬ 
ernmental Organization.” 

Prior to being hired as execu¬ 
tive director of FTFA, Balquiedra 
was a member of the research 
staff at the Friends Medical Sci¬ 
ence Research Center in Los An¬ 
geles, conducting research on 
drug trials for chemical depen¬ 
dency at the Pizarro Treatment 
Center. While in LA, she was a 
volunteer for the AIDS Project 
Los Angeles. 

Members of the Asian & Pacif¬ 
ic Islander AIDS community in 
San Francisco expressed confi¬ 
dence that her appointment will 
bring a fresh perspective and new 
vigor to an organization that has 
been struggling to provide 
HIV/AIDS services to Filipino 
Americans in the face of dimin¬ 
ishing levels of funding for AIDS 
and minority organizations. 

Others see her as a potential 
advocate for AIDS services for 
transgenders, a “behavioral risk 
group” identified as among the 
priority target populations by the 
local HIV Prevention Planning 
Council. 

Kiki Whitlock, transgender 
program coordinator for the 
Asian AIDS Project, told the 
B.A.R. that she and other mem¬ 
bers of the local transgender 
community are very excited 
about Balquiedra’s appointment. 
“It’s time for a self-identified 
transgender to sit in a position of 
decision-making,” she added. ▼

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UK gay men hire US surrogate mom

wo gay men living in Scot¬ 
land sparked controversy by 
hiring an American surro¬ 
gate mother to give birth for 
them, the St. Louis Post Dispatch 
reported Sunday, September 8. 

The London Daily Express has 
identified the mother of the infant 
as Andrea Gibson, a 27-year-old 
who reportedly lives a hardscrab¬ 
ble life in a trailer park near 
Dupo, Illinois. 

“I know her two dads are going 


to be good for her,” the Daily Ex¬ 
press said Gibson told a reporter 
in St. Louis. “They are already a 
couple of Mr. Moms. They spend 
hours spoiling her, taking turns to 
change her nappies.” 

The newspaper said two gay 
men in Edinburgh paid her 
10,000 English pounds - or about 
$15,600 - for her newborn baby 
girl, Sarah Clare, now six weeks 
old. 

The news broke last week in 
Great Britain, where tabloid head¬ 
lines screamed “Fury As Gay Men 
Buy Baby Daughter,” “Stop This 


Evil Baby Trade,” and “Crisis Talks 
on Gay Dads’ Baby.” The case is 
considered the first of its kind. 

The newspaper gave the fol¬ 
lowing account: 

Gibson, who is unmarried, had 
put one of her two sons up for 
adoption nearly five years ago. 
The boy was adopted by a couple 
in Switzerland. It was a good ex¬ 
perience for Gibson, who decided 
to become a surrogate mother. 
She began reading the personal 
ads in the Post-Dispatch. 

Over a year ago, one ad caught 
her eye. It said: “Loving couple

Court case 
begins over 
gay marriages 
in Hawaii

A landmark case requiring 
the state of Hawaii to pro- 
WM vide a compelling reason 
why gay couples should not be al¬ 
lowed to marry went to court 
Tuesday. 

The case began on the same 
day the U.S. Senate overwhelm¬ 
ingly passed a House-passed bill, 
the so-called “Defense of Mar¬ 
riage Act,” which defines marriage 
as the union of one man and one 
woman, in a move designed to 
pre-empt a push by gay rights ac¬ 
tivists to legalize same-sex mar¬ 
riages. 

In Hawaii, state Circuit Court 
Judge Kevin Chang is being asked 
to determine whether the state has 
a “compelling” reason to keep gay 
and lesbian couples from marry¬ 
ing. 

In an unprecedented ruling in 
1993, the Hawaii Supreme Court 
reinstated a lawsuit filed by three 
same-sex couples who were de¬ 
nied marriage licenses and said 
their constitutional rights would 
be violated if the state could not 
justify such discrimination. 

Dan Foley, one of the lawyers 


representing the couples, told the 
judge he wondered why a convict¬ 
ed murderer could marry in 
prison, while a tax-paying, law- 
abiding homosexual couple could 
not wed. 

In his opening statement, 
Deputy Attorney General Rick Ei- 
chor argued that the state’s com¬ 
pelling interest was based on pro¬ 
moting the optimal development 
of children. 

The state’s first witness, Dr. 
Kyle Pruitt, a child-rearing expert 
from Los Angeles, said same-sex 
couples could not provide the 
same kind of upbringing as a man 
and a woman in the roles of 
mother and father. Under cross- 
examination, he acknowledged 
that gays could be good parents. 

The trial is expected to last 
three weeks and the judge’s ruling 
will likely be appealed to the state 
Supreme Court no matter which 
side loses, Wolfson said. 

Conservatives, led by the Fam¬ 
ily Research Council, contend that 
homosexual activists are “hoping 
to impose their agenda through 
compliant courts” in Hawaii and 
then force other states to recog¬ 
nize same-sex marriages per¬

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21st Michigan Womyn’s Festival 
supplies myny sweet memories

f other years at the Michigan 

Womyn’s Music Festival were 
1 known for shigella outbreaks, 
SM scandals, and transgender 
warriors, then this year’s festival 
will surely be known simply as 
“The Year of the Dust.” Organized 
here in the Bay Area, and held 
every summer on women-owned 
land in Michigan, this year’s festi¬ 
val, the 21st annual, offered no 
controversies or large scale scan¬ 
dals. But because it didn’t rain at 
all the entire week, and because 
the whole festival is held out¬ 
doors in hot humid weather, 
clouds of dust stirred in front of 
every performance area, and a 
thin layer covered every woman’s 
body, food, clothes, and tent the 
entire time. 

Coming on the heels of last 
year’s massive 20th anniversary 
celebration, this festival seemed a 
bit sedate. Attendance, which can 
soar as high as 10,000 women, 
was estimated this year at the* 
rather low count of 5,000. This 
meant slow sales for craftswomen 

- but shorter lines for shuttles, 
meals, and the communal show¬ 
ers, and also that if you were eye¬ 
ing someone special, inevitably 
you’d spot them again in the 
crowd. 

Yet the spirit this year was the 
best this reporter has seen at any 
of the many Michigan fests she’s 
attended. Every woman, no mat¬ 
ter what her age, color, or sexual 
and musical flavor, just seemed to 
respect one another and get along 

- a minor miracle in the sensitive 
microcosm of the international 
womyn’s community that is the 
Michigan festival. 

Because there are so many 
workshops, concerts, and activi¬ 
ties to choose from every year, 
choices must be made about 
where to spend one’s time. Will it 
be attending a country western 
dancing class, watching movies, 
rehearsing with the Drumsong 
Orchestra or the Gospel Choir, 
learning about astrology or auto 
maintenance, attending one of 
the hundreds of workshops on 


topics like herbal medicine, “wild 
women archetypes,” or three-way 
relationships (entitled “Two’s a 
Couple, Three’s a Party”), net¬ 
working with fellow lesbian edu¬ 
cators or lesbian Moms (many of 
whom had their children with 
them), having a Michigan affair, 
traipsing around the SM-friend- 
ly Twilight Zone, or just sitting 
around sipping a beer and chat¬ 
ting with seldom seen buddies 
from around the world? 

Perhaps because it was antici¬ 
pated to be a smaller year, festival 
planners took some chances on 
programming. Rather than trum¬ 
peting the “big names” in 
women’s folk music, many of 
whom are festival mainstays 
(much to either one’s annoyance 
or exhilaration), the variety of 
talent this year was happily wide- 
ranging. 

Bay Area women 

San Francisco was well repre¬ 
sented by both festigoers, work¬ 
ers, and performers like Tribe 8, 
Marga Gomez, Dorothy Allison, 
and the Dance Brigade in atten¬ 
dance. As usual, women of color 
played a strong part in the festi¬ 
val’s performances, with groups 
like the Two Spirited Thunder 
People, percussion ensemble ASE, 
and the Chinese band Cobra - a 
rocking, retro, 80s-style band 
from Beijing - all taking center 
stage. And in what must have 
been a Michigan fest first, fire¬ 
breathing dykes added a dramat¬ 
ic thrill to both the opening and 
closing night ceremonies, as 
Mother Nature did her part and 
lit up the sky with stars and heat 
lightning. 

Although Saturday night’s 
much-touted Night Stage was the 
one festival flop, other shows - 
which went on virtually around 
the clock - more than made up 
for it. The best line-up by far was 
Friday night, when Nedra John¬ 
son opened with a feisty set, fol¬ 
lowed by Jane Siberry, one of this 
year’s most anticipated perform¬ 
ers. Backed by Lisa Lindo and Re¬ 
becca Campbell, Siberry 
stretched her vocals out to the sky 
and cast an ethereal spell on the

thousands of women gathered 
before her. An extended play ver¬ 
sion of “Mimi on the Beach” 
ended her set, and then Seattle’s 


grunge queens 7 Year Bitch took 
the stage. 

Luckily, MC Elvira Kurt 
roused the crowd to get on their 


feet or get out of the way, and a 
mosh pit soon formed in front of 
the stage. It was a delight to be 
able to see this band, who have 
become so popular over the last 
few years, play in such an inti¬ 
mate, open-air setting, and only 
for women. One of the truly 
bizarre festival memories I’ll have 
from this year is of watching 
women in their forties and fifties 
stage-dive for the first time in 
their lives, gently carried by the 
moshers off the stage and safely 
back above and into the crowd. 

As far as this reporter’s own 
personal experience, I can only 
say that everything they say about 
Michigan is pretty much all too 
true. But don’t listen to the old 
stereotypes about it being too po¬ 
litical, too expensive, or simply 
not hip enough for younger 
women to bother attending. 
There were more piercings and 
tattoos than I’ve ever seen before, 
and plenty to qualify Michigan 
for a pretty strong rating on the 
jaded urban girl’s hipster scale. 

Still, some of the old truisms 
still apply, like that Michigan is 
still a safe, healing place for 
women and girls of all ages, that 
bare breasts prevail, that the veg¬ 
etarian food is well-prepared and 
plentiful, and that a heady sexual 
atmosphere means casual en¬ 
counters - often with lasting 
friendships afterwards - are the 
norm. ▼

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Arthur Ashe Fellowship program 
educates minority med students

T he Kaiser Family Foundation 
of Menlo Park, in conjunc¬ 
tion with the National Med¬ 
ical Fellowships, Inc. (NMF) and 
the Harvard AIDS Institute, on 
Monday, August 26 announced a 
new program to encourage mi¬ 
nority medical students to become 
involved in HIV care. 

Each year, the Arthur Ashe 
Program in AIDS Care will sup¬ 
port eight fourth-year medical 
students for a month of course 
work and clinical experience at 
Harvard University in Cam¬ 
bridge, Massachusetts. The month 
at Harvard will be followed by an 
assignment to a mentor in the 
students’ specialty areas and geo¬ 
graphic location. 

NMF will organize and ad¬ 
minister the fellowship program 
in partnership with the Harvard 
AIDS Institute and the Kaiser 
Family Foundation. The founda¬ 
tion provided $476,000 to estab¬ 
lish the new fellowship program 
for the first two years. 

The fellowship is named in 
memory of Arthur Ashe, a promi¬ 
nent African-American tennis 
player who died of AIDS in 1993, 
and who symbolizes for many 
Americans a unique combination 


of athletic, intellectual, and hu¬ 
manitarian contributions to the 
nation. 

In 1995, according to the Cen¬ 
ters for Disease Control and Pre¬ 
vention (CDC), African-Ameri¬ 
cans and Latinos represented the 
majority of all reported AIDS 
cases. Among men, minorities 
represented 54 percent of cases, 
and among women, 76 percent. 
The reported number of new 
AIDS cases per 100,000 people 
that same year was six times high¬ 
er among African-Americans 
than among whites and two times 
higher than that among Latinos. 

The fellowship aims to in¬ 
crease the number of minority 
physicians involved in AIDS care 
and give minority doctors-to-be a 
better understanding of, and ap¬ 
preciation for HIV prevention 
and early intervention. The pro¬ 
gram is intended to encourage 
more physicians in all relevant 
specialties to become more 
knowledgeable about and in¬ 
volved in the treatment of 
HIV/AIDS patients. 

Another goal of the fellowship 
program is to create an ongoing 
communication network among 
the fellows and mentors in AIDS- 
related fields. 

“The racial profile of AIDS 
presents many challenges for the 


health-care system, and one of the 
most important is the training of 
minority physicians interested 
and skilled in HIV care,” said Dr. 
Mark D. Smith, executive vice 
president of the Kaiser Family 
Foundation. “This fellowship pro¬ 
gram encourages top-notch mi¬ 
nority medical students to incor¬ 
porate AIDS clinical care into 
their careers either as full-time 
AIDS physicians or in specialty 
fields such as psychiatry, gas¬ 
troenterology, or ophthalmology.” 

Eight Ashe Fellowships, each 
carrying a cash award of $6,000, 
will be offered annually beginning 
with the 1997-98 academic year. 
The fellowship will begin with a 
month in residence in Boston in 
October 1997. During this 
month, fellows will participate in 
course work organized by the fac¬ 
ulty of the Harvard AIDS Institute 
covering basic science, epidemio¬ 
logical, clinical, and social science 
aspects of HIV treatment and pre¬ 
vention. 

The students will be assigned a 
practicing physician who will give 
the fellow personal training at a 
Harvard-affiliated site. Fellows 
will also be introduced to a num¬ 
ber of AIDS-related government 
agencies and private organiza¬ 
tions, such as AIDS prevention 
agencies, health departments, and 


community-based organizations 
serving HIV-positive clients. 

“When Arthur Ashe spoke at 
Harvard Medical School’s gradu¬ 
ation the year before he died, he 
emphasized the importance of 
young physicians’ knowing how 
to care for people with AIDS ef¬ 
fectively,” said Dr. Richard Mar- 
link, executive director of the 
Harvard AIDS Institute. “Clinical 
studies have borne him out; pa¬ 
tients with HIV whose physicians 
are familiar with AIDS care live 
significantly longer than those 
whose physicians are not. With 
the expansion of the epidemic, 
today all physicians are treating 
patients with HIV.” 

After graduation from medical 
school, each fellow will be 
matched with a mentor in his/her 
specialty. The mentor will serve as 
a source of advice, encourage¬ 
ment, and introduction to profes¬ 
sional opportunities for the fel¬ 
low. Fellows will continue to net¬ 
work with their AIDS-related 
mentor and other fellows in the 
program throughout their resi¬ 
dencies. 

NMF will raise awareness 
about the new fellowship pro¬ 
gram, identify and recruit men¬ 
tors, and coordinate the program 
advisory committee. NMF is the 
only national nonprofit organiza¬ 


tion dedicated to increasing the 
number of minority physicians in 
the U.S. 

“Studies show that minority 
physicians are more likely than 
others to practice in the medically 
underserved communities and to 
treat high proportions of poor, 
minority, and uninsured patients 
- those populations most at risk 
for HIV/AIDS,” said Dr. Leon 
Johnson, president of NMF. “All of 
society will benefit from the com¬ 
passion, skills, experience, and 
leadership of minority physicians 
trained in AIDS clinical care.” 

Students must be studying for 
the M.D. or D.O. degree at ac¬ 
credited schools in the U.S. and 
Puerto Rico. Eligible applicants 
must be U.S. citizens who are 
American Indian, African-Ameri¬ 
can, Mexican-American, or Puer¬ 
to Rican. 

Applications for the fellowship 
program will be available starting 
in October.

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When HIV goes nuts

s persons with HIV live 
longer, new health prob- 
.i lems have continued to ap¬ 
pear. Some surprisingly common 
- yet rarely discussed - problems 
in HIV-infected men are testicu¬ 
lar abnormalities. Studies have 
found as many as 50% of HIV¬ 
positive men have decreased lev¬ 
els of testosterone (the male sex 
hormone), while 67% complain 
of decreased sex drive. In addi¬ 
tion, some studies have found that 
HIV-positive men are more likely 
to develop testicular cancer. Un¬ 
fortunately, embarrassment and a 
lack of information have limited 
community awareness of these 
problems. 

For nearly a decade, studies 
have shown that as many as half 
of all HIV-infected men suffer 
from hypogonadism, a condition 
where the testicles fail to produce 
adequate amounts of testos¬ 
terone. Decreased testosterone 
levels can lead to fatigue, muscle 
wasting, decreased sex drive, loss 
of body hair, and other secondary 
sexual characteristics, and has 
been linked to depression and 
HIV-wasting. 

Hypogonadism is diagnosed 
based upon physical changes and 
changes in the amount of testos¬ 
terone in the blood. As testos¬ 
terone levels vary from day to day, 
physicians generally repeat the 
test for confirmation. In addition, 
uncertainty exists whether to use 
total testosterone (the standard 
test), which measures all the 


testosterone in the blood, or free 
testosterone which measures only 
that testosterone which is not 
bound to proteins in the blood. 
Free testosterone is believed to be 
significantly more active than that 
which is bound to protein. 
According to a 1995 
study (Laudat et al ), 
free testosterone lev- ( 
els were far lower in 
HIV-infected men, 
even those with high 
CD4 counts, when com¬ 
pared with HlV-nega- 
tive controls. In con¬ 
trast, total testos¬ 
terone decreased later 
in the disease process. 

Causes 

Researchers have linked hy¬ 
pogonadism with HIV-associated 
opportunistic infections, some 
drugs used to treat persons with 
HIV, and the direct action of HIV 
on testicular tissue. 

While several opportunistic 
pathogens can cause testicular in¬ 
fections, cytomegalovirus (CMV) 
infection is the most common, 
causing testicular infections in 14- 
16% of men with HIV and 26% 
of those with systemic CMV in¬ 
fection. These infections have 
been linked to testicular changes, 
including testicular atrophy. 

Some researchers believe that 
HIV itself can cause testicular 
damage, either through direct in¬ 
fection or through causing meta¬ 
bolic, hormonal, and cytokine 
(proteins that regulate the im¬ 
mune system) imbalances. 

As the recent debate over 


“chemical castration” of child 
molesters using Depo-Provera in¬ 
dicates, some drugs are capable of 
significantly decreasing serum 
testosterone levels. These drugs 
include ketoconazole (Nizoral), 
cimetedine (Tagamet), meges- 
terol acetate (Megace), 
spirolactone (Aldac- 
tazide), ganciclovir (Cy- 
tovene), and many 
chemotherapy drugs. 
Patients undergoing 
prolonged treatment 
with these drugs should 
request frequent 
monitoring of testos¬ 
terone and other hor¬ 
mones. 

Unfortunately, no large studies 
of the effect of anti-viral drugs on 
testicular function have been con¬ 
ducted. Although some small 
studies have failed to find an in¬ 
creased incidence of hypogo¬ 
nadism in persons who have used 
AZT, no major studies have been 
performed. While short-term, 
high-dose animal studies are con¬ 
ducted to measure the effect of 
these drugs on fertility, their use¬ 
fulness in determining the effect 
of long-term use on testicular 
function is uncertain. 

Unfortunately, clinical trials of 
antiviral drugs do not include 
monitoring of hormone levels in 
order to determine what, if any, 
effect these drugs have on testicu¬ 
lar function. For example, no such 
monitoring is included in ACTG 
320, a government-run study 
comparing AZT/3TC to 
AZT/3TC/Crixivan that will con¬ 
sume an estimated 30-40% of the 
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entire clinical trial budget. By fail¬ 
ing to include such monitoring, 
researchers miss a chance to gath¬ 
er valuable information on the in¬ 
cidence of testicular dysfunction 
at only a slight increase in the cost 
of the study. Hopefully, future 
studies will include monitoring of 
hormone levels. 

Treatment 

Currently, testosterone is given 
orally, by injection, or through the 
use of transdermal patches. While 
oral formulations are convenient, 
their tendency to cause liver toxi¬ 
city has caused them to be with¬ 
drawn in other countries and has 
limited their use in the United 
States. A safer, more common and 
inexpensive means of testosterone 


most common AIDS-linked ma¬ 
lignancy, following Kaposi’s sar¬ 
coma and non-Hodgkins’s lym¬ 
phoma.” Several studies have 
found that the incidence of testic¬ 
ular cancer is as much as 50 times 
higher in people with HIV-disease 
(0.004% vs. 0.2%). HIV-positive 
men are also more likely to have 
tumors involving both testicles or 
lymphomas originating in the tes¬ 
ticles than those without HIV. 

Although testicular cancer can 
be cured in over 90% of patients, 
prompt detection and treatment 
is essential. The importance of 
performing regular testicular self- 
examination cannot be overstat¬ 
ed. This is done by feeling the tes¬ 
ticles, preferably during a hot 
shower, for changes such as mass-

replacement are testosterone in¬ 
jections. Given weekly or biweek¬ 
ly, these contain a cottonseed or 
sesame seed oil base that causes 
the testosterone to be released 
slowly into the bloodstream. 

A newer form of testosterone 
replacement is the transdermal 
patch, available under the brand 
names Androderm and Testo- 
derm. Androderm, which is made 
by SmithKline Beecham, requires 
two patches per day, and can be 
placed on almost any smooth sec¬ 
tion of skin. Local skin irritation 
seems to be the most common 
side-effect. Testoderm, made by 
Alza, is placed on the scrotum, 
which must be shaved before use. 
Patches must be changed daily. 
One potential drawback of the 
patches is cost, especially since 
some insurance and public assis¬ 
tance programs only cover the in¬ 
jections. The monthly cost at one 
Castro area pharmacy is $117.14 
for Androderm and $86.83 for 
Testoderm. Although Alza claims 
to have an indigent program, at¬ 
tempts to get more information 
led to numerous transfers to em¬ 
ployees who were unaware of the 
program. 

Over the past 50 years, testos¬ 
terone replacement has been safe¬ 
ly used in persons who are hypog- 
onadal due to accident or disease. 
When used in HIV-infected men, 
benefits include improvements in 
mood, energy, sexual interest and 
function, as well as resolution or 
lessening of weigh loss, depres¬ 
sion, and anemia. However, there 
is very limited data showing what 
effect testosterone replacement 
has on the immune system of 
HIV-infected persons. 

Some physicians hesitate to 
prescribe testosterone because, 
like all anabolic steroids, it is a 
Schedule III controlled substance. 
Other physicians question 
whether it is ethical to increase the 
sexual activity of HIV-infected 
patients. As a result, getting testos¬ 
terone replacement therapy may 
require self-advocacy. 

Testicular cancer and HIV 

Another, more serious, prob¬ 
lem with an increased incidence 
in people with HIV is testicular 
cancer. According to a recent arti¬ 
cle in Infections in Virology 
(Staiman et al., 1996), "Testicular 
neoplasms [cancers] are the third 


es or changes such as hardening. 
If one detects a testicular mass or 
experiences testicular pain, it is 
important to have it evaluated by 
a physician to rule out infections 
and malignancies. Unless a clear 
diagnosis can be made, patients 
should push for a testicular ultra¬ 
sound (also known as scrotal 
sonogram) to be performed (see 
below). 

A tentative diagnosis of testic¬ 
ular cancer is made based on a 
physical exam, testicular ultra¬ 
sound, and the amount of “tumor 
markers” in the blood. Testicular 
ultrasound is a painless test that 
uses the same equipment used to 
image unborn children. Tumor 
markers are proteins produced in 
large amounts by cancer cells. 
When testicular cancer is suspect¬ 
ed, levels of alpha-fetoprotein and 
beta-HCG are monitored. If ele¬ 
vated levels are found, this sug¬ 
gests that a testicular neoplasm 
may be present. 

One condition that can cause 
testicular pain and swelling and 
which can lead is to misdiagnoses 
is orchitis, a bacterial or other in¬ 
fection of the testicle that re¬ 
sponds well to antibiotics. Ac¬ 
cording to a recent study, 23% of 
persons with testicular cancer 
were initially misdiagnosed as 
having orchitis. Patients who are 
treated for orchitis should under¬ 
go a follow-up exam and a testic¬ 
ular ultrasound if any abnormal¬ 
ities are found during the exam. 

If a suspicious mass is found, 
the standard treatment is surgical 
removal of the affected testicle. As 
biopsies of the mass would spread 
any cancer cells present, they are 
generally not performed. The 
mass and surrounding tissue are 
then analyzed by a pathologist 
who determines the extent and 
characteristics of the suspected 
tumor. If the mass is cancerous, 
patients are generally treated with 
radiation and/or chemotherapy. 
Researchers have found that tes¬ 
ticular tumors in persons with 
HIV respond well to chemother¬ 
apy, and most oncologists recom¬ 
mend that persons with HIV and 
AIDS be treated with the same ag¬ 
gressive regimens used to treat 
HIV-negative persons. However, 
more research on the interaction 
of chemotherapy drugs and the 
immune system of HIV-infected 
persons needs to be conducted. T

in the House, 342-67, demon¬ 
strated that, and the Senate fol¬ 
lowed by a similar lopsided mar¬ 
gin. Senate debate was more re¬ 
strained, although the less vitri¬ 
olic language did nothing to 
change the discriminatory effect 
of the bill. 

Senate majority leader Trent 
Lott (R-Mississippi) said DoMA 
“is not mean-spirited or exclu¬ 
sionary, it is a preemptive mea¬ 
sure to make sure that a handful 
of judges, in a single state, cannot 
impose a radical social agenda 
upon the entire nation.” 

Robert Byrd (West Virginia), a 
Democratic predecessor in that 
position, urged his colleagues: 
“Let us defend the oldest institu¬ 
tion, the institution of marriage 
between male and female as set 
forth in the Holy Bible.” 

The meager defense of gays 
and lesbians was led by Ted 
Kennedy (D-Massachusetts), who 
called DoMA “a wedge between 
one group of citizens and the rest 
of the country.” 

The vote on ENDA was closer 
than expected. But there was little 
tension in the air as all players 
knew the vote was purely symbol¬ 
ic. The legislation would not be 
discussed in the House, hence it 
would die with conclusion of this 
session of Congress in early Octo¬ 
ber. 

David Pryor (D-Arkansas) was 
absent to be with his 33-year-old 
son, who had just undergone ex¬ 
tensive surgery for cancer. His of¬ 
fice stated he would have voted for 
ENDA. If that had been the case, 
the 50-50 tie would have allowed 
Vice President A1 Gore to cast the 
tie-breaking vote and pass the bill. 

One recalls votes in the past 
when ailing members of Congress 
have been wheeled into the cham¬ 
ber on a gurney to cast a crucial 
ballot. Pryor’s absence may cause 
some to question the pledge of 
George Stephanopoulos, before 
the Human Rights Campaign’s 
(HRC) “OutVote ’96” in August, 
that “President Clinton and his 
entire administration will be 
fighting for it [ENDA], and we 
will win this time.” Surely the 
president could have swayed his 
fellow Arkansan. 

HRC’s Elizabeth Birch was 
“appalled” by losing the substan¬ 
tive vote on DoMA and called on 
President Clinton to veto it. At a 
news conference following the 
vote she ignored a question as to 
whether the organization would 


withdraw its endorsement of 
Clinton if he signs DoMA. 

She gushed about losing the 
symbolic vote on ENDA, “We 
came within a breath of victory 
today. We’ll hit the ground run¬ 
ning in the 105th Congress.” 

Melinda Paras, executive direc¬ 
tor of the National Gay and Les¬ 
bian Task Force (NGLTF), called 
on the president to “remember his 
campaign promise to gay and les¬ 
bian Americans in 1992, when he 
said that he has a dream for 
America and gay and lesbian peo¬ 
ple are part of it.” She urged a veto 
of DoMA. 

“This vote [DoMA] is a de¬ 
plorable act of hostility,” said Matt 
Coles with the American Civil 
Liberties Union (ACLU).“It is the 
worst thing any Congress has 
done to gay Americans. This vote 
will go down in history as a low 
point in our nation’s struggle 
against bigotry.” 

Fast, prayers 

The Reverend Mel White of 
the Metropolitan Community 
Church - then in his tenth day of 
a Fast for Justice - continued his 
vigil outside the Capitol building, 
as the debate and votes on these 
bills took place within. Twenty 
people formed a triangle on the 
steps of the Capitol. A minister 
read the name of a Senator and 
the group responded, “God give 
them wisdom.” Then another 
name and the response, “God 
open their hearts.” The cycle re¬ 
peated through all 100 names. 

Representatives from ACT UP, 
P-FLAG, the gay youth group 
SMYAL, and others have joined in 
the daily vigil that began on Sep¬ 
tember 1. The location of their ac¬ 
tivities now switches to Lafayette 
Park across from the White 
House. And that is where they 
were the following day at noon - 
in the rain - bearing witness to all 
who participate in enacting anti¬ 
gay legislation. 

Two west coast cities will have 
“Rice Toss” protests in opposition 
to DoMA: Seattle on Thursday, 
September 12, and San Francisco 
on Friday [see box, front page]. Ini¬ 
tial Internet messages show some 
interest in adopting the tactic in 
other cities as well, often at feder¬ 
al buildings where members of 
Congress have their offices. 

Several days, perhaps weeks, 
will transpire while the bill is for¬ 
mally transmitted down Pennsyl¬ 
vania Avenue to the White House. 
President Clinton has ten working 
days in which to sign or veto 
DoMA. He has indicated his 
strong support for the measure. T

friendly to everyone— and “could 
be as snappy as the next fag” when 
the occasion called for it, Feydo 
laughed. 

“Joe was dating Mark, the dee- 
jay at The Phoenix. They liked the 
Phoenix, they liked the lower 
Haight with all the coffeehouses, 
and like 90 percent of gay men in 
the Castro, they liked Colling- 
wood Park,” Feydo said. “He 
walked like a guy wearing heels 
when he did drag, but he was 


beautiful.” 

Feydo said that it was impor¬ 
tant for readers to understand 
that the young gay victims had 
come to San Francisco less than 
two months ago to find jobs and 
places to live and start their adult 
lives. 

“This is a total waste of human 
life. It’s just not fair,” he said. “This 
is just so bad. I never in my life 
want to have to go identify the 
bodies of my friends again. 

“But I’m not mourning as 
much as I am angry.”

istrators reneged on an earlier 
promise to meet with protest rep¬ 
resentatives, choosing instead to 
isolate and punish them in the 
“hole.” At least one of the prison¬ 
ers, Ezra Davis III, an outspoken 
organizer and jailhouse litigator, 


has been threatened with transfer 
to Corcoran Prison, she said. 

“Prisoners do not engage in 
protests for no reason,” Greenspan 
said. “Rather than scapegoat the 
leadership, the prison administra¬ 
tion should investigate the allega¬ 
tions made by the prisoners.”

'Aventurera': when nice girls go bad 


K n the eternal search for new artistic forms to worship, 

■ one need look no further than Mexico in the late 

■ 1940s. While postwar American viewers were stuck 
w with MGM musicals and the dubious thrills of early 
television, Mexican audiences reveled in the sophisticated 
caberetera. This enormously popular genre, usually set in 
“vice towns” like Ciudad Juarez, mixed melodramatic plots 
of sin and redemption with musical numbers, from elab¬ 
orately kitzschy historical tableaux to soulful balladry. 
Mexico’s economic boom of the late ’40s made the transi¬ 
tion from the worn-out world of haciendas and rancheras 
to the sensual and financial pleasures of the city inevitable, 
but the caberetera made it exciting. 

The genre produced many stars, but none greater than 
Ninon Sevilla, a Cuban rhumba dancer and singer who 
abandoned her plans to be a doctor to act in films like Vic¬ 
tims of Sin, Sensuality, I Don’t Deny My Past, and Alberto 
Gout’s Aventurera (“adventuress”; 1949), widely consid¬ 
ered the genre’s masterpiece. Sevilla is no typical beauty, 
but her charismatic personality and naked drive make her

I s the tube ready for a fresh take 
on AIDS? One that addresses 
queers directly while trying to 
reach viewers who don’t want to 
know about gay men, sexuality, or 
disease? An ambitious new series of 
public service announcements 
(PSAs) that begins airing this week 
on KRON-TV (channel 4) could 
provide answers to that question. 

Written, produced, and directed 
by San Francisco filmmaker David 
Weissman, the eight 30-second PSAs 
are designed to promote introspec¬ 
tion and dialogue about the impor¬ 
tance of staying HIV negative. To 
this end, the spots avoid specific dis¬ 
cussion of safe-sex issues like con¬ 
dom use and cruising, and instead 
focus on intimacy, friendship, gay 
pride, being negative or positive, 
emotional pain, and even being in 
love. By design the PSAs revel in 
simplicity: set against a white back¬ 
ground, subjects speak directly into 
the camera as it slowly zooms in on 
their faces. 

The brief stories told in the an¬ 
nouncements are a combination of 
Weissman’s own experience and his 
creative imagination. “I wanted the 
filmmaker’s presence to be invisible,” 
Weissman explained in a recent in¬ 
terview. “I didn’t want editing. I 
wanted it to be about the person on 
the screen communicating directly 
with the person in the audience. I 
didn’t want to be stylistically com¬ 
peting with the noise and bluster of 
normal TV. I wanted to create an 
oasis for a moment of pure human 
contact.” 

Weissman, 41, hails from Los An¬ 
geles, but has called San Francisco 
home for 21 years. Among the films 
he has made are the comic shorts 
Beauties Without a Cause , 976, and 
the I Love Lucy parody’Frameline 
used as a promotional trailer for its 
1995 Lesbian and Gay Film Festival.

Dan Butler's 
'The Only Thing 
Worse You Could 
Have Told Me'

Tender 


D an Butler is not a straight man, but he plays 
one on TV. Butler portrays Bob “Bulldog” 
Briscoe, the ultra-macho sports announcer 
on NBC’s Frasier, every Tuesday night. But 
in his own quiet way, the actor is illuminating and celebrating 
gay lives in front of much smaller groups every time he 
performs his solo show The Only Thing Worse You 
Could Have Told Me. 

A hit in Los Angeles, where it premiered two years 
ago, and in New York, where it ran for almost five 
months last year, Butler’s show takes its San Fran¬ 
cisco bow next week at the Solo Mio Festival. 
Butler, 41, says he is happy to be back in San 
Francisco. Born and raised in Ft. Wayne, In¬ 
diana, he trained here at the American Con¬ 
servatory Theatre from 1976 to 1978, and 
portrayed the ill-fated doctor in the New 
York-bound production of Terrence McNal¬ 
ly’s The Lisbon Traviata, which came to San 
Francisco in 1990. 

In the interim, Butler has kept busy 
creating memorable character roles in 
films and on television. In The Silence of 
the Lambs he was one of the creepy ento¬ 
mologists who huddled in the basement 
of the Smithsonian playing chess with 
beetles, and, most recently, he played 
Robert De Niro’s boss in The Fan. 

The difference between Butler and 
any other talented Hollywood actor is 
that he is openly gay. But while homo¬ 
sexuality is still considered anathema in 
La La Land, Butler says it has yet to ad¬ 
versely affect his career and that, in

The greatest Salome 

Opera lovers the world over 
are mourning the loss of soprano 
Ljuba Welitsch, who died last 
week at the age of 83. Welitsch tri¬ 
umphed in many roles, none 
greater though than her Salome. 

Welitsch’s 1949 Met debut 
in the role, with Fritz 
Reiner conducting, 
remains a defining 
moment in 20th- 
century opera per¬ 
formance. As both a 
singer and dramatic 
actress, she was an 
incandescent pres¬ 
ence. 

The soprano 
was also astonish¬ 
ingly uninhibited, 
both onstage and off. In 1956 
Welitsch turned heads when, at 
age 43, she married a 29-year-old 
traffic cop. And near scandal fol¬ 
lowed a performance of Boheme 
in which the singer’s Musetta ap¬ 
peared onstage reportedly sans 
undergarments. Years later, when 
Robert Merrill, who was also a 
member of that Boheme cast, 
asked Welitsch about this louche 


turn, the singer said, “I have al¬ 
ways given my all to art.” Legend 
has it that fab composer/homo 
Virgil Thomson was at the 
dressed-down performance, and 
more than a few heads turned 
when he asked his companion, 
“What do you think about female 
impersonators at the Met?” 

Royal mix-up 

Finally, in Thailand this week 
Prime Minister Banharn Sil- 
parcha, already under fire for 
corruption and incompetence, 
has come under renewed scrutiny 
for referring to the Queen of 
England as “Queen Elizabeth 
Taylor” when he was reviewing 
security arrangements for the 
British monarch’s visit next 
month.

detective sent to an evil pleasure 
planet to rescue an Earth scientist 
named Duran Duran (Milo 
O’Shea). Her arsenal includes the 
usual array of sci-fi weaponry, but 
more important are her physical 
assets, all displayed in a variety of 
poses and couture — well, G- 
strings mostly. 

Vadim mined the worlds of 
pop, Grand Guignol and, of 
course, the Playboy mansion for 
his kitschy imagery. We see plastic 
furniture and fur-lined rooms 
(brown shag); vampire dolls, who 
gnash and gnaw at our heroine’s 
exposed thighs; an angel (John 
Philip Law) who’s lost the will to 
fly; a leather-clad dominatrix, the 
Black Angel (Anita Pallenberg of 
Rolling Stones fame), who rules a 
decadent society; stoned women 
sharing a giant water pipe in which 
a man swims helplessly (they 
smoke “essence of man”); etc. 

Barbarella navigates through 
this world as a sort of sexual Flo¬ 
rence Nightingale. When her ship 
crashes and she is saved, she 
thanks her savior by fucking him. 
To help the angel fly again, she 
fucks him. (In a typical scene, we 
see her lolling in a giant nest, her 
body strategically covered with 
twigs.) Her sexuality and her 
“goodness” are so great that they 
defeat Duran Duran’s orgasma- 
tron, a sort of sex calliope that 
brings its victims so many cli¬ 
maxes they die of exhaustion. 
Even “the matmos” — the giant 
swirling “sea of evil” that sur¬ 
rounds the pleasure planet — 
can’t compete with Barbarella; 
when it tries to overwhelm her, 
it’s forced to “vomit her up,” as the 
Black Queen poetically puts it, be¬ 
cause she’s “too good.” 

Fans of Jane Fonda the serious 
actress will be amused, or perhaps 
startled, by Barbarella’s evidence 
of her early career as a gorgeous, 
brainless sex kitten. Barbarella’s 
present-day audience should by 
all rights be camp followers, who 
might be expected to appreciate 
the aura of softcore chic, the 
cheesy sets and especially the 
ridiculous score by the Bob Crewe 
Generation. 

However, camp implies wit, an 
elusive commodity in this vulgar 
mess. A surprising note: Anita 
Pallenberg’s voice was dubbed by 
the great English actress Joan 
Greenwood (The Importance of 
Being Earnest, Kind Hearts and 
Coronets). Asked why she was 
willing to be associated with such 
a sleazy project, she replied, “Very 
simple. They made the check out 
to Joan Greenwood.” ▼

I n the opening scene of Bar¬ 
barella (1968), director Roger 
Vadim has his then wife, Jane 
Fonda (now Mrs. Ted Turner), do 
a little striptease. At first glance it 
doesn’t look like an ordinary 
striptease. For one thing, we don’t 
know who the woman is. She’s 
wearing an elaborate space suit 
that disguises her identity, and 
she’s floating around in a fur- 
lined room (which turns out to be 
a spaceship). 

In the wacky world of movies, 
directors love to subject their ac¬ 
tress-mates to all sorts of excess¬ 
es. John Carpenter’s former wife, 
Adrienne Barbeau, was brutally 
murdered in several of his films. 
Vadim is less grim but guilty 
nonetheless — his parade of 
wives and mistresses (Bardot, 
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‘Aventurera’

unforgettable in the role of a 
woman forced by social mores 
and circumstance into a life of 
whoredom and revenge. 

The film opens in Chihuahua, 
in the cozy, bourgeois home of 
Elena Tejero (Sevilla) and her par¬ 
ents. When a shady admirer, Lucio 


(sexy Tito Junco), tries to seduce 
her, she refuses, saying, “I wont lie 
to Mama.” Mama, however, is no 
saint, as Elena discovers when she 
stumbles upon her locked in a 
lusty embrace with a family 
friend. Dazed and disheartened, 
she wanders through the streets, 
discovering on her return home 
that daddy has shot himself. 

The plot of Aventurera kicks 
into byzantine mode almost im¬ 
mediately as Elena makes the trek 


to Ciudad Juarez to look for a job. 
She is quickly drugged and forced 
into prostitution by her admirer, 
Lucio, a purveyor of young 
wenches to the powerful Rosaura 
(the enthralling Andrea Palma), 
who runs a lucrative whorehouse 
fronted by a cabaret. Lucky for 
Rosaura, Elena happens to be a su¬ 
perb dancer-singer and becomes 
the star of the nightclub. But Elena 
is less inspired as a whore, and her 


refusal to screw the customers 
brings Rosaura’s wrath. 

The wages of sin 

Elena’s musical numbers dis¬ 
play Sevilla’s charms to lurid ad¬ 
vantage. “In a Persian Market” has 
her barely dressed (just a few 
threads) as she thrusts her body 
with gusto at the camera. The 
musical influences here are large¬ 
ly Hollywood exotic: Busby 
Berkeley, Maria Montez, Carmen 


Miranda. In the title tune, bal- 
ladeer Augustin Lara stops Elena 
in her tracks when he reminds her 
of the cost of being a fichera 
(trashy B-girl): “Sell your love 
dearly, it’s the price of your past. 
And he who wants the honey 
from your lips must pay the price 
in diamonds for your sin.” 

This bittersweet reminder of 
the “wages of sin” can’t compete 
with Elena’s hunger for revenge 
against Rosaura and Lucio. Her 
conversion from goody two-shoes 
to immoral slut continues when 
Rosaura instructs a frightening, 
mute killer named El Rengo 
(Miguel Inclan) to carve up her 
face. Lucio rescues her, and she 
becomes an accomplice in a failed 
bank robbery that lands Lucio in 
jail. Ever on the move, Elena flees 
to Mexico City, where she be¬ 
comes an even bigger star. 
Wealthy, respectable lawyer Mario 
(Ruben Rojo) falls in love with 
her, an event that triggers one 
breathtaking plot twist after an¬ 
other. 

Aventurera will surprise view¬ 
ers who associate the ’40s with re¬ 
pression and conventionality. The 
film’s attitude toward Elena in 
particular has a distinctly modern 
feel: it unfailingly supports her 
tortured odyssey through the 
sleaziest realms of Mexico’s 
nightlife, and revels in her power 
as both artist and woman, even 
when she uses these attributes to 
punish others. The director’s fem¬ 
inist leanings are rich and obvious 
— more text than subtext. 

With its fixation on crime and 
class struggle, some parts of Aven¬ 
turera look like film noir or Ital¬ 
ian neo-realism, while others, 
with their transporting environ¬ 
ments and campy erotica, recall 
Hollywood costume dramas and 


fantasies. The film has aspects of 
classical narrative, too — particu¬ 
larly in the nightclub singers who 
obliquely comment on Elena’s 
moral struggles, and in El Rengo, 
the silent killer who represents 
implacable fate. Aventurera bril¬ 
liantly manipulates these diverse 
elements. 

In addition to the riveting 
Sevilla, watch for priceless musi¬ 


cal performances by Perez Prado 
and his Orchestra, Pedro Vargas, 
Ana Maria Gonzalez, El Trio Los 
Panchos, Los Angeles del Infierno, 
and Ray Montoya and his Orches¬ 
tra. T

fact, it has played an important 
role in both his life and art. “It was 
a gradual thing for me,” the actor 
says of his coming out. “The more 
politically involved I became the 
less I could stand those embar¬ 
rassing situations when I was 
working and it wouldn’t even 
cross people’s minds that I was 
gay. I’d be hanging out with these 
men who were talking about their 
babes [and] every once in a while 
there’d be a fag joke, and I realized 
I wasn’t saying anything. 

“My lover came to pick me up 
one day. I introduced him, but I 
didn’t say who he was. My lover 
called me on it, and though it 
scared me, I called my best friend 
at work to tell him, and he was 
very sweet. He said, ‘Hey, man, if I 
said any fag jokes around you, I’m 
sorry.’ He told me he loved me 
and that he was glad I told him. 
From that point on I made it a 
point to talk openly about my 
lover. Now, of course, everybody 
already knows anyway.” 

That story eventually became 
the first scene of The Only Thing 
Worse You Could Have Told Me. In 
a beautiful piece of flip-side the¬ 
ater, Butler portrays Jimmy, a 
brew-swilling redneck whose best 
friend comes out to him one night 
over beers. Butler’s incisive, funny 
writing, and his finely detailed 
performance yield unexpected re¬ 
sults. 

Mom and dad invoked 

The Only Thing Worse You 
Could Have Told Me is semi-auto¬ 
biographical. The show’s 14 char¬ 
acters and situations, all connect¬ 
ed by the theme of gay sexual 



identity, were inspired either by 
Butler’s own life experience or by 
stories others related to him. 

“I hear snippets of stories from 
people and I immediately want to 
include them in a larger story,” 
Butler explains. “Like I have this 
friend who grew up in Michigan, 
and who had a lover right out of 
high school. They would go walk¬ 
ing out on the golf course at mid¬ 
night and hold hands. I thought it 
was so sweet and so sad at the 
same time. They weren’t going 


out there to fuck, they were going 
out to share the day. I could just 
see the sprinklers and the greens 
and them walking and talking.” 

Butler also recalls a friend who 
suffered through a job he hated 
and a boss who hated him be¬ 
cause of his gayness. “My friend 
said about his boss, ‘He thinks he’s 
abusing me, but he can’t hold a 
candle to what I can do to myself. 
I’ve hated myself more than he 
could ever dream of, and he’s no 
good at it.’ I think that’s tremen¬ 


dously life-affirming for someone 
to say I hated myself, was a pro at 
it, and don’t [do it] anymore.” 

Both stories — the lovers on 
the golf course and the profes¬ 
sional self-hater — are part of 
Butler’s tour de force, which also 
features a flamboyant opera 
queen, an 8-year-old boy, and his 
own mother. Butler even portrays 
himself in one tale, in which he 
lets the audience in on his own 
coming out to his parents. In this 
poignant recollection, Butler plays 
a taped conversation he had with 
his mom on the subject, and it’s 
from this vignette that the show 
got its title, when his father says to 
his son’s announcement that he is 
gay: “The only thing worse you 
could have told me was that you 
were dead.” 

Being openly gay in the noto¬ 
riously homophobic world of 


showbiz doesn’t concern Butler or 
stop him from taking on ex¬ 
tracurricular activities, such as 
being the poster boy (along with 
Candace Gingrich) for last year’s 
National Coming Out Day. He 
says he receives the full support of 
everyone involved with Frasier 
and that being out is not a big 
deal. “There’s a part of me that is 
very.naive, and I don’t think 
about my being out and the effect 
on my career. Any concerns I 
might have about that are mini¬ 
mal. Basically, I think people are 
stupid not to cast me, because I’m 
really good.” T

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Crossing borders 

Pirandello meets Charles Busch in Deporting the Divas

n his new play, Deporting the 

Divas, gay playwright Guiller¬ 
mo Reyes employs a tactic that 
might be dubbed camp activism. 
The 34-year-old writer employs 
broad comedy, drag, and ro¬ 
mance to explore issues relevant 
to gays and Mexican immigrants. 

Divas, which opens at Theatre 
Rhinoceros Saturday, is Reyes’ 
first major play since Men on the 
Verge of a His-panic Breakdown, a 
smash hit for Rhino two seasons 
ago. As in that play, the Chilean- 
born playwright treads dangerous 
dramatic waters: he attempts to 
create socially relevant theater 
that also entertains. 

Currently an assistant profes¬ 
sor of theater at Arizona State 
University in Tempe, Arizona, 
Reyes says he knew he wanted to 
write about immigrant issues but 
didn’t know how to approach the 
subject. “I woke up one morn¬ 
ing,” he recalls, “and said to my¬ 
self: an INS border patrolman of 
Mexican-American heritage 
who’s grappling with his sexuali¬ 
ty falls in love with a young Mex¬ 
ican man who’s undocumented! 
That was it.” 

What started as a series of 
monologues evolved into a full¬ 
blown, two-act comedy complete 
with a ’40s femme fatale drag 
queen, a Miss Fresno who has 
everyone fooled into believing 
he's a woman, a community col¬ 
lege professor hawking a new 
class entitled “Self-Esteem For 
Immigrants,” and a persnickety 
cousin of Commie-basher Joseph

personal reaction to AIDS and 
human loss. 

“About two years ago,” he ex¬ 
plained, “I started looking for a 
support group for people dealing 
with multiple loss. I felt it had 
become too normal for me, and 
in my gut I knew there was some¬ 
thing wrong with this picture. I 
could only find one group, and 
there was no waiting list. No¬ 
body’s talking about the grief, or 
what it’s doing to our souls. I 
wanted to bring this to people’s 
consciousness.” 

Each PSA ends with a plug for 
a local non-profit AIDS organi¬ 
zation that includes addresses 
and phone numbers. Many of 
these prevention services — the 
SF Department of Public Health, 
the SF AIDS Foundation, the 
STOP AIDS Project, the UCSF 
AIDS Health Project — assisted 
Weissman with funding. 

As a member of the advisory 
committee for HIV-negative 
men’s programs at the AIDS 
Health Project, Weissman ex¬ 
plained that his goal is not only 
to create compassion and under¬ 
standing between positives and 
negatives, but to promote AIDS 
awareness for the world at large. 
The PSAs are a realization of this 
aim. 

“For me they are about pro¬ 
moting introspection and dia¬ 
logue, and raising community 
consciousness,” said the film¬ 
maker. “Introspection for indi¬ 
viduals, dialogue with people 
who have connections to the is¬ 
sues and consciousness for every¬ 
body.” ▼ 


McCarthy named Marge. With so 
many levels of reality and identi¬ 
ty being experienced by the char¬ 
acters, Reyes rather accurately de¬ 
scribes the play as “Pirandello 
meets Charles Busch.” 

The play’s four actors enact all 
16 characters, many of them in 
drag. Reyes says he likes the trans¬ 
formational nature of crossdress¬ 
ing. “There’s theatrical magic to 
having these men playing men 
and women, white, Hispanic, gay, 
straight, legal and illegal,” he says. 
“I also enjoyed working with the 
theme of passing’ — the way that 
different kinds of drag allow for 
this impersonation.” Though 
Reyes has a special gift for navi¬ 
gating these tricky psychological 
waters, he says he’s never done 
the wig-and-heels routine him¬ 
self. “I wouldn’t know where to 
start. I have trouble putting on a 
watch, so anything extra is diffi¬ 
cult for me.” 

Being labeled a gay or Latino 
playwright makes it hard for 


Reyes to market his work. “A gay 
play may not be mainstream 
enough for a Latino audience,” he 
explains. “A gay theater isn’t like¬ 
ly to do a Hispanic play, and 
mainstream theaters won’t do 
them either. It’s a problem, but 
you have to be persistent and per¬ 
severe.” 

Reyes says he is thrilled that 
the Rhino production is being co¬ 
produced by Teatro De La Esper- 
anza, a San Francisco Latino the¬ 
ater group. “This is the first union 
of a Hispanic and gay theater I’ve 
ever heard of,” he says. “The play 
touches on issues of interest to 
both audiences, so having the 
input of both producers will 
make sure the play is able to cross 
its own borders, so to speak.” ▼

Fine singing, strange cuts make SFO's Prince Igor mixed bag

he San Francisco Opera 
opened its “home away 
from home” season at the 
Civic Auditorium last Friday with 
stage director Francesca Zambel- 
lo’s reprehensible rewriting of 
Alexander Borodin’s Prince Igor. 
But to answer everyone’s big ques¬ 
tion first: yes, opera can work at 
the Civic. Even with the orchestra 
behind the stage on a raised plat¬ 
form and covered by a scrim, Fri¬ 
day night’s performance made 
clear that opera is viable in this 
4,000-plus seat hall. Though far 
from ideal, things could be worse. 

Still uncertain is whether or 
not the singers’ voices are being 
amplified. The orchestra, which 
sounded good on opening night 
under conductor Alexander Anis- 
simov, is not miked. If amplifica¬ 
tion is being used for the singers 
it’s being done very discreetly, so 
opera lovers who were worried 
that SF Opera’s 74th season was 
going to turn into a hideous ver¬ 
sion of The Three Tenors at The 
Civic can relax, at least for Prince 
Igor. 

There are obvious acoustic 
dead spots on the stage, and when 
singers turned their backs on cer¬ 
tain sections of the house, the 
sound of their voices diminished 
correspondingly. But by and large 
the singers could be heard, espe¬ 
cially when they were higher up 
on the steps and ramps that make 
up the set for the first part of the 
opera. Since the Polovtsian camp 


(the setting for most of the second 
half of the opera) did not require 
raised playing areas, the singers 
were at something of a disadvan¬ 
tage, and from time to time their 
voices simply disappeared. 

Fab mezzo 

But the second half of the per¬ 
formance did have one great ad¬ 
vantage: mezzo Elena Zaremba. 
As the daughter of Khan Kon- 
chak, Zaremba gave a perfor¬ 
mance that must not be missed by 
anyone who loves opera. Her 
dark, smoky voice is even from 
top to bottom, filled with emotion 
and color, and she seems to sing 
effortlessly. This singer is the real 
thing, not a creation of marketing 
and hype. Brava! What a Dalila 
Zaremba would be! 

In the title role of Prince Igor, 
baritone Sergei Leiferkus was also 
impressive. His beautiful, rich 
voice was always at the service of 
the drama, and Igor’s soliloquy as 
a prisoner was deeply moving. 
Bass Jeffrey Wells was appropri¬ 
ately smarmy as the evil Galitsky, 
and bass Vladimir Ognovenko 
(Skula), and tenor Konstantin 
Pluzhnikov (Yeroshka) were effec¬ 
tive in their roles, even though 
Zambeilo cut their parts consid¬ 
erably in her rewriting of the 
opera. 

In her company debut, sopra¬ 
no Lauren Flanigan (Igor’s wife, 
Yaroslavna) did some wonderful 
soft singing at the top of her range 
(despite occasional miscalcula¬ 
tions), and she began her last aria 
with a beautiful messa di voce , 
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Sergei Leiferkus, Mark Baker, and the men of the chorus in SF Opera's production of Prince Igor. 


swelling then diminishing the 
sound impressively. But Flana¬ 
gan’s voice often sounded thread¬ 
bare and tired, and she sang flat 
much of the evening. Perhaps the 
singer had trouble hearing the or¬ 
chestra; singing in this environ¬ 
ment can’t be easy. As Igor’s son, 
tenor Mark Baker blustered and 
barked. 

Strange changes 

Though his very lowest notes 


were almost inaudible, Paata 
Burchuladze was impressive as 
Konchak, the Polovtsian Khan. In 
his company debut, the singer un¬ 
leashed a dark bass of impressive 
size. In Borodin’s opera, Konchak is 
something of a “noble savage.” A 
fierce warrior, he also respects hon¬ 
esty and integrity, even in his ene¬ 
mies. Unfortunately his more “civ¬ 
ilized” side has been brutally ex¬ 
cised by Zambeilo. In Borodin’s li¬ 
bretto Konchak sings, “You are my 
welcome son-in-law, not an 
enemy,” as he gives his daughter in 
marriage to Prince Igor’s son, 


Vladimir. But not in San Francisco. 

Zambeilo, not content to gra¬ 
tuitously kill off Galitsky before 
intermission, excises Konchak’s 
line and has Vladimir killed in a 
spurt of pagan bloodlust, at the 
climax of one of the Polovtsian 
dances. But wait, there’s more. 
Until now, this opera has ended in 
a general rejoicing, with Prince 
Igor’s return. Zambeilo, in direct 
contravention to the composer’s 
wishes, has turned the happy end¬ 
ing into a sad one, doing away 
with the entire end of the opera

Symphony opening weird, corny, good

B ny’s second season with 
Music Director Michael 
Tilson Thomas began last week at 
Davies Symphony Hall amidst 
popping champagne corks and 
indoor fireworks. Despite these 
efforts at glee and merriment, 
though, it was an unusually sub¬ 
dued evening. When the only 
thing one remembers about a 
symphony opening are the taste¬ 
ful floral decorations and the 
paper lanterns in the dinner tent, 
something must be missing. Still, 
the champagne was good, and 
those glamorous, jewel-encrusted 
Cartier models strategically sta¬ 
tioned about the Hall were a nice 
touch. 

The concert program looked 
weird on paper but played well. It 
was a mostly American affair that 
mixed Ives, Gershwin, and con¬ 
temporary composer Steven 
Mackey with a couple of Euro¬ 
peans. Though not a bad mix, the 
program seemed a tad long, and 
personally, I don’t care if I ever 
hear Tchaikovsky’s by turns ca¬ 
cophonous and sentimental 1812 
Overture again. Nevertheless, mu¬ 
sical values were high last 
Wednesday, and MTT remains an 
energizing presence. 

The concert began with 
Beethoven’s Leonore Overture No. 
3, complete with offstage horn 
calls. It wasn’t exciting, but atten¬ 
tive listeners were rewarded with 
some fine playing from strings 
and woodwinds. 

Opening with Beethoven was a 
good idea, as it probably would 
have been strange to begin the 
concert — as originally planned 
— with the evening’s commis¬ 
sioned work, Steven Mackey’s Lost 
& Found. Mackey’s piece is a brief 
outburst of sound that succeeded 
in jolting the auditorium out of 
its opening night torpor. The 
composer insists on the bold let¬ 


tering and ampersand of the title, 
which explains something of his 
puckish intentions. Though Lost 
& Found is only six minutes in 
length, making its true value diffi¬ 
cult to assess, the audience ate it 
up. Tilson Thomas assures us we 
will be hearing more of Mackey in 
the near future. The attractive, 
young composer took a bow. 

John Fenstermaker, conserva¬ 
tor of the magnificent Ruffati 
organ, was next at bat with a ren¬ 
dition of Variations on America by 
Charles Ives. Witty and a bit chal¬ 
lenging, this was an ideal way for 
the Maestro to slip one of his 
most beloved — but not always 
easily understood — composers 
onto the opening night program. 

The first half ended with 
Gershwin’s Rhapsody in Blue, with 
MTT doing double-duty as con¬ 
ductor and pianist. The jazzy, 
1924 Ferde Grofe orchestration 
for Paul Whiteman’s orchestra 
was used, and it sounded terrific, 
even if MTT got fussy with phras¬ 
ing. All things considered, the 


piece sounds rougher and much 
sexier for these scaled-down 
forces. 

Ubiquitous mezzo Frederica 
von Stade took center stage after 
intermission with Ravel’s She- 
herazade. Von Stade seems to be 
enjoying a gratifying second wind 
in her career, and her tasteful, if 
slightly unsensuous, rendition of 
this gorgeous work proved satis¬ 
fying. In addition to her glorious 
voice, the singer also entranced 
with one of the evening’s most 
glamorous gowns, a black velvet 
dress with a magenta-colored 
satin train. 

In lieu of the balloon drops 
and confetti shoots of past years, 
the grand finale featured indoor 
fireworks set to Tchaikovsky’s 
1812 Overture. Corny yes; dull no. 

With opening night out of the 
way, the real music-making can 
begin. Things get underway Sep¬ 
tember 11 with the return of pi¬ 
anist Leon Fleisher, who will per¬ 
form the Brahms Piano Concerto 
No. 1. ▼

he also plays female comedy parts. 
The Zellerbach program consists 
of two one-act plays: Chikamat- 
su’s celebrated 1719 Shunkan (the 
only surviving part of a five-act 
work), and the 1902 farce Tsuri 
Onna, in which Kichiemon II 
plays a homely woman. 

Is there homosexuality in 
Kabuki? You bet; about as much 
as in Western ballet. The differ¬ 
ence is that most Kabuki stars 
marry and have children, as mem¬ 
bership in the group tends to be 
hereditary. Talent sometimes 
skips a generation. Kichiemon’s 
father was a noted actor, but his 
grandfather, the first Kichiemon, 
was a huge star in his own era. 
Kabuki rules are more liberal than 
they used to be, and now famous 
Kabuki actors appear on televi¬ 
sion and in commercials. 

The ravishing costumes (no 
ABBA drag here) and the sheer 
physicality of the actors are en¬ 
hanced when the performance in¬ 
cludes (as it will in Berkeley) a 
traditional hanamichi (flower 
walk), which is a ramp built over 
the orchestra seats. Used for im¬ 
portant entrances and exits, the 
hanamichi is also where the actors 
stalk, stamp, and perform a mie , 
that ferocious cross-eyed stare 
that punctuates an emotional 
Kabuki moment and is familiar 
from Japanese woodblock prints. 

Westerners do not experience 
Kabuki on tour the way it is 
meant to be in Japan. At the fa¬ 
mous Kabuki-za in Tokyo, a play 
can go on for five hours, with the 


audience talking, eating, coming 
and going, and then freezing in 
rapt attention when a popular or 
famous bit occurs. This is much 
like the 18th-century opera audi¬ 
ence falling silent to listen to the 
castrati Farinelli sing a famous 
aria. The thing I like best about 
Kabuki, as demonstrated by the 
Shirley MacLaine previous-life 
experience, is that you don’t have 
to know anything about what is 
happening in order to understand 
the thrills of this art form, which 
encompasses music (ka), dance 
(bu), and drama (ki). 

Some years ago, I attended the 
Kabuki on tour at Shrine Audito¬ 
rium in LA. I think I was the only 
Caucasian in a sea of Japanese- 
Americans in kimono. We saw a 
segment of a play in which an 
actor stranded on a desert island 
spots a ship on the horizon and 
climbs a small stage mountain to 
signal for rescue. He is so old and 
so slow that the ship sails before 
he gets to the top. It sounds as 
boring as watching paint dry, but 
trust me, we all held our breath 
during his painstaking ascent, and 
wept when he missed the ship. 
Kabuki is the most memorable 
theater experience on earth. ▼

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O ne of my family’s legends 
includes the time my 
mother took me to see the 
Azuma Kabuki Troupe at the War 
Memorial Opera House in the late 
1940s. When she returned from 
the ladies room at intermission, 
her nine-year-old daughter, who 
had never heard of Kabuki before, 
was explaining to people in the 
surrounding rows — in exact de¬ 
tail so I am informed — the 
meaning of the strange events on 
stage. My mother, being of the 
Shirley MacLaine persuasion, im¬ 
mediately decided I must be the 
reincarnation of a 17th-century 
Japanese actress. 

The irony, of course, is that 
Japanese actresses no longer per¬ 
form in the all-male Grand Kabu¬ 
ki Theatre, but they were acting in 
the Azuma troupe, which was not 
authentic Kabuki at all, but a cor¬ 
ruption made necessary by the fact 
that World War II had decimated 
the male population of Japan. In 
any case, I became a Kabuki addict 
on the spot and welcome the re¬ 
turn of the Grand Kabuki Theatre 
(last seen here in 1990) to UC 
Berkeley this weekend, where the 
company will give three perfor¬ 
mances at Zellerbach Hall. 

The salient feature of Kabuki, 
at least to us in the West, is not the 
exotic makeup (kumadori), the 
costumes and visual spectacle, or 
the unfamiliar musical sounds of 
the singers, shamisen (lute) players 
and percussionists. It’s the cross¬ 
dressing, in which male actors be¬ 
come extraordinarily beautiful 
women. These onnagata (female 
impersonators) are the stars of the 
company; not so well-known is 
the fact that the same actors can 
also portray men. There is nothing 
in theater quite as startling as see¬ 
ing a delicate female return after 
the intermission as a seemingly 
nine-foot-tall, stamping, shrieking 
lion or demon. 

The star of the Berkeley run is 
Nakamura Kichiemon II (he has 
taken the stage name of an illus¬ 
trious predecessor, in this case, his 
grandfather), who reverses the 
typical Kabuki equation. 
Kichiemon II is a tall, robust actor 
with a powerful voice. Now 52, he 
excels in heroic leading roles — 
generals, gods, men of action. But 
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Elena Zaremba and Mark Baker in the San Francisco Opera's production of Prince Igor.

(as she did much of Act III), con¬ 
cluding the work with a chorus of 
lament that was supposed to go in 
the middle of the soprano’s last 
act aria. 

Zambello and Designer Zack 
Brown have updated Prince Igor 
from Borodin’s 12th-century set¬ 
ting to 1890 (the date of the 
opera’s premier) and turned 
Prince Igor and his family into the 
last of the Romanovs. Why is not 
clear. The program’s “Note from 
the Director” merely mentions 
“the cyclical nature of Russian 
history,” which, it seems to me, 
could be shown even better by 
leaving the opera where the com¬ 
poser wanted it. Updating it cer¬ 
tainly makes dramatic nonsense 
of all the talk about Polovtsians 
and Khans. It is true that Borodin 
died before finishing the opera, 
leaving its completion to Rimsky- 
Korsakov and Glazunov. Hence, 
there is no “definitive” version. 
But killing off characters and 
twisting a 19th-century national¬ 


istic opera completely out of 
shape to give it a “politically cor¬ 
rect” bent is absurd. 

But the SF Opera is run by a 
stage director, Lotfi Mansouri, so 
any composer’s intentions are re¬ 
spected in Mansouri’s theater 
only as long as a stage director 
does not want to change them. 
This is at least the third time in 
the last three years that a stage di¬ 
rector has blithely changed the 
composer’s intentions so that the 
opera will fit the director’s “con¬ 
cept.” Is there no one at the SF 
Opera to stop directors from 
killing off characters the com¬ 
posers and their librettists intend¬ 
ed to live? Does music director 
Donald Runnicles have so little re¬ 
spect for the score that he allows 
stage directors to cut music, 
reshuffle parts of scenes and, in 
effect, cobble together a com¬ 
pletely different opera than the 
one the composer wanted? What’s 
next? The Barber of Seville ending 
in a mutual suicide by Rosina and 
Almaviva? 

For once, dancing during an 
opera was fabulous. Choreograph¬ 
er Alphonse Poulin, the corps de 


ballet, and solo dancers Badri Esa- 
tia and Teimuraz Koridze (both in 
their SF Opera debut) deserved 
the warm reception given them by 
the audience. And even though 
there was sometimes a lack of rap¬ 
port between chorus and conduc¬ 
tor, the chorus contributed strong¬ 
ly to the evening. ▼

T he bad news is that this 
new novel by Lauren 
Wright Douglas is not an 
addition to the extraordinary 
Caitlin Reece mystery series. The 
good news, however, is that, after 
only 15 pages or so of bitterly re¬ 
senting Allison O’Neil for not 
being Caitlin Reece, I found that 
I was kind of interested in O’Neil 
and her predicaments. 

OK, I’ll admit it: change is not 
my favorite thing. Fortunately, 
Douglas is such a good writer 
that she was able to overcome my 
initial resistance and create a 
character about whom I grew to 
care a great deal.

But how could her 
Aunt Grace have died in a snor- 
keling accident when she was ter¬ 
rified of the water? Allison meets 
the residents of the B&B, all of 
whom seem to have a good rea¬ 
son to rejoice at Grace’s death. 
What’s a good niece to do?

F or all of you who are con¬ 
sidering not voting for Bill 
Clinton this November, 
may I suggest that first you read 
Suzanne Pharr’s chilling look at 
the sanctimonious Right, In the

Time of the Right. If her look at a 
world dominated by the Right 
(imagine just how bad things 
would have been these past two 
years if we’d had a Republican in 
the White House) doesn’t scare 
you into voting for the Democ¬ 
rats, you have more courage than 
sense. 

Pharr is a thoughtful writer, 
and her analysis of the Right and 
its ability to divide and conquer 
oppressed peoples who ought to 
be natural allies is particularly as¬ 
tute. All oppression is connected, 
and we only serve our enemies 
when we lose sight of that fact. 

The author skillfully explains 
the invidious connections be¬ 
tween religious hegemony and 
corporate greed. Her evaluation 
of the dangers we face if the 
Right succeeds in its effort to take 
control of our country is as 
frightening as her suggestions for 
response are truly empowering. 

Consider Pharr’s observa¬ 
tions concerning the Right’s call 
for a return to the good old days: 


“The theocratic Right...offer[s] 
a harmonious vision of a past 
which never truly existed. They 
ask us to look in a rearview mir¬ 
ror to that brief time in the 
1940s and 1950s when white sol¬ 
diers returned from the war, 
went to school on the G.I. bill, 
found jobs plentiful and housing 
available and affordable, and 
when there was a sense of stabil¬ 
ity and order. What they call for, 
of course, is a racist, sexist and 
homophobic vision, for this was 
a time of legalized segregation 
and racist violence, when male 
authority was unchallenged by 
women, when abortion was ille¬ 
gal, and when lesbians and gay 
men were invisible. ...The theo¬ 
cratic Right unites frightened 
and uninformed people in a nos¬ 
talgia for a past when social 
order and benefits for the few 
were bought at the expense of 
many.” 

In the Time of the Right is a 
powerful look at the treacherous 
times in which we live. Pharr of¬ 
fers details on the lies that 
right-wing politicians are spread¬ 
ing about welfare and immigra¬ 
tion, employment and crime. 
Reading her book made me feel 
that things were not hopeless, 
that we could join, brothers and 
sisters, to renew a vision of our 
country that includes compas¬ 
sion and respect.

T une in for a behind-the-scenes look at the San Francisco Bal¬ 
let on September 13 (9 p.m.), when KGO (channel 7) airs Bod¬ 
ies in Motion, a 60-minute special about the San Francisco 
Ballet, its history, stars and art. 

Hosted by news anchor Terilyn Joe, Bodies in Mnhon features in¬ 
terviews with principals Joanna Berman, Evelyn Cisneros, Elizabeth 
Loscavio, Muriel Maffree, David Palmer, Yuri Possokhov and oth¬ 
ers.

Lesbianism Made Easy by Helen 
Eisenbach; Crown, $20 

W ondering whether or not 
you’re a lesbian? Helen 
Eisenbach kindly in¬ 
cludes a questionnaire to help 
you answer that compelling 
question. 

“After sex I often feel (choose 
one or more): 
a. Ashamed 
b. Guilty 

c. Anxious to be alone 
d. Vaguely dissatisfied 
e. Like moving just a few of 
my personal items into my new 
friend’s apartment. 

If you chose from any or all 
answers (a)-(d), all we can say 
with certainty is that you were 
born and/or raised in the United 
States, very possibly in a Catholic 
household. If you answered (e), 
do we even have to say it? You are 
a lesbian.” 

If you’re still not sure, Eisen¬ 
bach suggests you “take a look at 
a typical day in the life of an av¬ 
erage lesbian,” a day that in¬ 
cludes quality time with Buffy, 
your chambermaid; Martine 
your chef; Simone, your house 
girl; and your construction crew, 
the scantily clad Jade, Do¬ 
minique, and Vanessa. Sounds 
typical to me. 

Eisenbach has serious things 
to say about the joys of the les¬ 
bian life, but she says them with 
attitude. Her comments on 
butch-femme are very funny and 
remarkably astute. “In recent 
years, there has been a resur¬ 
gence of the once obligatory 
practice of butch-femme, 
whether out of genuine enjoy¬ 
ment, whimsy, or to facilitate an 
easy-to-use, cash-and-carry sex¬ 
ual relationship for those too 
timid to come up with a person¬ 
alized approach to sexual en¬ 
counters with each individual fe¬ 
male with whom they come in 
contact. I’m not sure contact is 
the word I’m looking for.” 

Eisenbach on coming out'is 
also delightfully insightful: “This 
is a process so chock-full of fun, 
it’s hard to understand why so 
many people resist doing it. As 
everyone knows, the opportuni¬ 
ty to show the world who you 
truly are is essential to the real¬ 
ization of your adult potential, 
self-esteem, and freedom to be¬ 
have in a manner most natural 
to your true character. Why so 
many people fear doing this 
when the world assumes who 
they truly are is the equivalent of 
a plague of locusts, though easi¬ 
er to remove from the carpeting, 
is a mystery.” 

Eisenbach is a writer of great 
skill and enviable acumen. Les¬ 
bianism Made Easy is laughing- 
out-loud, annoying-your- 
friends-with-favorite-passages 
funny. Don’t miss it. T
